Independ- 
ent sources have placed the cost 
of the campaigns at upwards of 
$100,000,000. 

Subcommittee’s Findings. 

On the basis of information 
it was able to obtain from the 
National Committees of the two 
parties, their volunteer or citi- 
zens’s groups, plus reports on 
senatorial and House campaigns 
which must be reperted, the 
subcommittee estimated net ex- 
penditures as follows: 

Republican, $20,685,387. 

Democratic, $10,977,790. 

Labor, $941,271. 

Miscellaneous, $581,277. 

The report was signed by 
Senator Albert Gore, Tennessee 
Democrat, and Senator Mike 
Mansfield (Dem.), Montana, as 
the gubcommittee majority. 
Senator Carl T. Curtis, Ne- 
braska Republican, third mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, re- 
fused to give it his indorsement. 
Instead, Curtis, a frequent critic 
of labor's political activities, 
filed a dissent in which he as- 
serted that the report was in- 
accurate. 

If all the money spent by 
labor unfons to elect what he 
termed “Democrat” candidates 
was included, the total spent by 
both parties would have been 
about equal, Curtis contended. 

Attacks Committeemen. 

Curtis also charged Gore 
and Mansfield with “an attempt 
to influence the election” by 
publishing on Nov. 5 what he 
described as “this same incom- 
plete and inaccurate picture of 
the amount spent.” 

The report called for “reme- 
dial legislation in the field of 
federal elections,” stating that 
it is imperative and needed to 
deal with the “loopholes” and 
“meaningless limitations” on 
contributions in the present 
election laws. 

The report called for effec- 
tive limitations on the amount 
of individual contributions and 
incentives for mass contribu-

AMMAN, Jordan, Feb. 2 (AP) 
—King Hussein, in a letter re- 
leased from the Royal Palace 
tonight, warned his Prime Min- 
ister against the dangers of 
Communist infiltration of Jor- 
dan. 


He declared Jordan should 
not let “a new type of co- 
lonialism” replace imperialism, 
and called on Premier Sulei- 
man Nabulsi to take steps to 
“destroy destructive propa- 
ganda.” 


The young King’s letter was 
issued almost on the eve of 
negotiations here for the ter- 
minaiion of Jordan's alliance 
with Britain. 

Follows 3-Nation Agreement. 

The British government has 
authorized Ambassador Charles 
Johnston to open the negotia- 
tions Monday. Britain acted 
after Egypt, Syria and Saudi 
Arabia announced agreement in 
Cairo on Jan, 19 to provide 
Jordan $36,000,000 of financial 
assistance annually for the next 
10 years to replace a British 
subsidy. Britain, in return for 
its assistance, was granted the 
use of three military bases in 
Jordan.

Dr. J. Earl Smit! Smith, St. Louis | 


| Health Commissioner, urged all 
| pereqns under 40 years of age 
boy are not already immunized, 
to get their first shot of Salk. 
polio vaccine during February 
| or March. This will provide 
| time for a second shot before 
the polio season sets in. 

Dr. Smith particularly advises 
| teen-agers arid young adults to 
take the vaccine. This classifi- 
cation is the real “soft spot” in 
_the program, he said. Paralytic 
poliomyelitis which formerly 
was regarded as almost wholly 
a child’s disease has been in- 
creasing among older children 
and young adults in St. Louis 
in the last 10 years.

Colonialism Assailed. 


“Our-Government could ren- | 
der.the most important service 
to the Gause of peace and free- 
dom,” the council said, “by mo- 
bilizing American prestige and 
influence to have our. allies 
abandon all colonial policies, ee 
particularly to have the French te 
government grant the Algerian | 
people their national independ- | 
ence. 

Such American acts in regard 
to Algeria would deal a shatter- 
ing blow to the ambitions of dic- 
tators and to the position of the 
Kremlin in the entire Middle 
East.” 

The council called for an 
early Arab-Israel peace treaty 
and effective steps toward as- 
suring freedom of navigation in 
the Suez canal and other dis- 
puted waterways. 

Because of.world dependence 
on Suez, the council said, alter- 
native routes for moving Mid- 
dle East oil to Europe should 
be worked out. It suggested 
development of new sea routes 
and pipe line links “to prevent 
(Egypt’s Premier) Nasser or 
anyone else from having. a dan- 
gerous monopoly on such yital 
channels of international com- 
‘merce and prosperity.” 

Higher Jobless Pay Sought. 

In another action, the AFL- 
CIO set its sights en a federal 
guarantee of two-thirds formal 
pay for a worker when unem- 
ployed—a plan already in effect 
in some private industries. | 

A policy statément adopted 
by the executive council urged 
Congress to require states to 
provide unemployment compen- 
sation benefits amounting to “at 
least 65 per cent” of a work- 
er’s past fulltime earnings. 

The proposed maximum bene- 
fit would be limited to two- 
thirds of workers’ average 
weekly earnings. This average 
is now about $80 a week. The 
plan thus proposes weekly un- 
employment benéfits of about 
$55 compared with payments 
now averaging about $30. 

Under supplemental unem- | 
ployment benefit plans already | 
negotiated by unions with the 
auto, steel and other industries, | 
employers augment state unem- | 
ployment’ compensation pay- | 
ments to a maximum of 65 per | 
cent of a worker’s normal take- | 
| home pay when he is employed. |

@%ec lower, soybeans 144,@3c 
lower and lard 15c lower to 40c 
a hundred pounds higher. 

It looked to some grain men 

as if the bull market which 
characterized the grain market 
in 1956 may have come to an 
end. Most grain reached their 
highs in the October, November 
and first week of December pe- 
riod last year. 
Since that time the market 
has been going down, although 
there was a long stretch (for 
grains) between early December 
and mid-January when_ wheat 
climbed slowly and infully 
higher.

State Tae. Is Civitas by Conservation Law in Lim- 
iting Crude Production — Europeans Dismayed but 


Washington Will Apply No Federal Pressure — 


Other Factors Complicate Situation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. 


ILLIONS of oil-conscious Europeans have suddenly discovered that 
Texans are aggressively independent people who want no advice from 


-- @utsiders, particularly about petroleum. 
Almost the entire British press has reacted with astonishment and 
dismay to the attitude of a three-man agency called the Texas Railroad Com- 
mission. This group has declined to permit a major increase in the state’s 
‘daily oil production, thus going contrary to the Federal Government’s policy 
4f trying to boost shipments of United States crude oil to alleviate the criti- 


cal European fuel shortage. 

This suggests the question, “Is the 
Texas Railroad ‘Commission in effect 
‘making United States foreign policy?” 


““"Yesterday the following answer was of- 


Yered by Hugh A. Stewart, director of. 


the Interior Department’s office of oil 
and gas: 

“No. The Railroad Commission is look- 

i after its own affairs. They have a 
tough job and are trying to look down & 
long road. I would like to see them a 
little more generous, however.” 

‘A decision that the Federal Govern- 
ment should not try to put pressure on 
the state regulatory agencies was made 
“at levels a whole lot higher than mine,” 
Stewart said, indicating the decision was 
reached at the White House and that it 
also had been decided President Eisen- 
hower should not take up the matter per- 
sonally with producers and regulatory 
hodies. 

Informal federal approaches have been 
raade to the Texas commissioners, how- 
ever; the Texans understand the Govern- 
ment’s position. 

As the over-all picture shapes up, this 
country has more gasoline than Europe 
needs and insufficient stocks of heavy fuel 
oil, which Europe needs badly. Washing- 
ton would like to increase the crude sup- 
ply, possibly at the expense of temporary 
refinery curtailment, but thus far has been 
unable to persuade the oil refineries to 
agree. The Texas Commission has no 
authority over refining. 


Senate Inquiry to Open Tuesday. 


The refusal of the Texas Commission to 
permit greater production increases is not 
by any means the only complication in the 
current oil situation, which originally 
came about as a result of the closure of 
the Suez canal and the sabotage of the 
‘Traa pipelines. So many factors, are in- 
volved that a joint Senate Judiciary-Inte- 
rior subcommittee, headed by Senator Jo- 
séph C. O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, will 
begin on Tuesday a comprehensive study. 
~» O’Mahoney is interested in the “unus- 
ual” circumstance of the Federal Govern- 
ment appointing oil corporations to man- 
age the emergency program, as well as the 
price rises in crude oil and in gasoline 
that have been announced in recent weeks. 

Gasoline is more profitable than heavier 
‘petroleum products and there has been a 
Gustion as to whether this may not enter 
ihtd seemingly unbalanced crude oil-gaso- 
line shipments abroad. 

Here is what the London Financial 
Times had to say in an editorial headed 
“Shock from Texas”: 

“The refusal of the Texas Railroad 
Commission at its meeting last Friday 
(Jan. 18) to permit more than a fractional 
increase in oil production in the state in 
February is a great disappointment to the 
governments of Western E ~ +. The 
United States Administration, which is 
anxious that all assistance possible be giv- 
en to Europe, must regret the attitude of 
the commission as much as any of the 
European governments that will suffer 
from it. For the brunt of European re- 
Sentment is bound to be directed against 
the Administration rather than against the 
real culprit, a restrictionist state organiza- 
tion which few people in Europe have 
ever heard of.” 

The Times of London, the Manchester 
Guardian and the Economist have ex- 

ssed similar views. Other British pub- 

tions have been more critical. None 
of this is likely to cause Texans great 
loss of sleep.

Reputation for Fair-Dealing. 


Despite the enormous pressures gen- 
erated by the wealth and power of Texas 
oil the Commission has enjoyed an en- 
viable reputation for fair-dealing. The 
so-called “independents” of the industry 
won a victory in last month’s ruling; oth- 
er battles have been won by the “majors.” 
On balance, the two branches of the in- 
dustry have come out about even. Since 
both groups are well organized, well fi- 
nanced and alert (the majors have more 
money, the independents greater numer- 
ical strength) it could scarcely be other- 
wise. 

In addition, the three commission mem- 
bers are men of good repute. The chair- 
man is Olin Culberson, who achieved re- 
nown through his efforts to organize vol- 
unteer fire departments in the state; Er- 
nest O. Thompson, an experienced and 
respected conservation expert, and Wil- 
liam J. Murray. Thompson has served 
since 1932, Culberson since 1941 and 
Murray since 1946. 

As mayor of Amarillo some 30 years 
ago Thompson conducted a notable fight 
with natural gas companies to force the 
city’s rate down to 25 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. It was thought to be the lowest 
rate in the world at that time. Thomp- 
son also has been a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, He is extremely influential as the 
Commission’s senior member, 

Although the Commission’s main job 
now is regulation of crude oil production 
(it has no control over refining) it has 
been a sort of catch-all agency since it 
was set up by statute in 1891. 
inal task was to regulate railroad rates 
and finances. Later it acquired divisions 
for the regulation of gas utilities rates, 
intrastate truck and bus transportation 
and petroleum production. 

The oil production authority was ac- 
quired under the state’s 1919 oil and gas 
conservation law. In order to conform 
to the state’s constitution the entire pro- 
ration system was based on conservation 
factors. 


Based on Conservation. 

The oil and gas division has a technical, 
legal and clerical staff of 235 persons at 
headquarters in Austin, the state capital, 
and in 11 district offices. Its engineers 
know practically everything worth know- 
ing about every substantial well in Texas, 
and assign each one a rate at which it can 
produce, all factors considered, with max- 
imum efficiency. The well must be oper- 
ated at this rate. 

Each month the Commission holds an 
open hearing in Austin to establish the 
“allowables” for the next month. 

Producers and buyers attend the hear- 
ings. At the Jan. 18 session the inde- 
pendents (mostly producers who do not 
participate in other branches of the indus- 
try, as opposed to the majors, most of 
which are integrated producing-refining- 
marketing concerns) asked for 92,970 bar- 
rels a day more than was produced in 
January. This amount was granted. The 
majors demanded an increase of up to 
400,000 barrels a day. 

The Commission objective is to tailor 
supply to the demand as expressed by the 
buyers. iIt is generally thought the Com- 
mission has held supply somewhat below 
demand for several months on the plea of 
the producers who are looking to a time 
when the emergency will be over and who 
could not in many cases, at least until 
recently, share in the increased business 
because of lack of transportation facilities 
from wells to tankers. New pipeline con- 
nections may remedy this situation shortly. 

The majors were seeking additional 
crude for export; the independents argued 
that stocks of gasoline were enormous and 
ought to be reduced. Europe has all the 
gasoline it needs, and the question has 
been raised as to how United States com- 
panies can justify the recent gasoline price 
increase in view of ample supplies at home 
and shipments of gasoline unneeded 
abroad. 


Crude Oil Price Increase. 
Domestic crude oil prices went up 
slightly less than 10 per cent a month ago. 
Some commentators think the Texas Com- 
mission wanted to keep production down 
in part to avoid criticism that might be 
expected if it allowed a production rise 
immediately on the heels of the price ad- 
vance. The producers say the crude price 
increase is the first since June of 1953 
and they want to sustain it if they can. 
The emergency plans called for United 
States producers to ship 500,000 barrels a 
day of crude oil and heavy distillates to 
Europe. Actual shipments have been far 
below that figure. The week of Jan. 17 
to Jan. 23 only 157,000 barrels of crude a 
day moved from the gulf coast to Western 
Europe, although 645,000 barrels went

S the new assistant Senate majority leader, Mike-Mansfield of Mestane

responsible co-operation’ 


with the Eisenhower Administration in working out a comprehensive Middle 


East program. 


The comparison is apt only as it relates to Vandenberg’s later years, 
since the Michigan Republican swung from nationalistic isolation to an inter- 
national viewpoint only toward the end of World War II. 


Mansfield has been a well-informed ad- 
vocate of the need for American leader- 
ship in world affairs since his first elec- 
tion to the House in 1942—in fact since 
he was a professor of Latin American and 
Far Eastern history at Montana State Uni- 
versity. His thesis in 1934 for a master 
of arts degree there was on “Korean- 
American Relations from 1866 to 1910.” 

Mansfield’s prestige as a Democratic 
spokesman on foreign affairs was greatly 
increased by his recent election as Major- 
ity Whip to succeed Earle C. Clements 
who was unseated as the senior Senator 
from Kentucky in November. It is found- 
ed on his deep study of international re- 
lations and his experience on the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee for 10 years 
and on the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee for the past four. 


Foreign Affairs His Main Interest. 

Unlike the Republicans, the Democratic 
congressional leaders try to give new 
members of the House and Senate com- 
mittee assignments for which they are 


qualified. As a first termer, Mansfield | 


was appointed to the House Foreign Ar- 
fairs and to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committees. He made their work his 
principal legislative interest. 

His selection as Whip,” which today 
means far more than seeing that the Dem- 
ocratic Senators are on the floor and, 
when possible, voting with the leadership, 
was a logical outcome of his geographic 
and political background. A strong pros- 
pect for the place had been Senator 
George A. Smathers, a “conservative” 
from Florida. Because Majority Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson is from Texas and a 
on some legislation, 
Northern Democrats insisted on someone 
from above the Mason-Dixon line with a 
“progressive liberal” record.

Democratic members of that group, who 
have complained that they have not been 
consulted in advance by the White House 
and the State Department on important 
Administration moves in the international 
field. 

The 53-year-old Montanan's enlarged 
stature was evident this week in his 
speech which, he told the Post-Dispatch, 
had been cleared by the Democratic lead- 
ers but not dictated by them. By leaders, 
he meant such seniors as Johnson of 
Texas and Chairman Theodore F. Green 
of Foreign Relations, Richard B. Russell

Peace and Economic 
Problems Straining 


Limited U.N. Powers 


Scope of Charter, Political Realities and Sovereign 
Claims of U. S. and Russia Stand in Way of Early 
Creation of World Police Force or Providing Help 
for Under-Developed Areas.

UNITED NATIONS, Feb. 2. 


HE UNITED NATIONS is stretching close to the limits of its power to act 
in the two areas where the greatest problems for the people of the world 


lie—keeping the peace and providing an adequate framework for eco- 
nomic and social change. The limits were imposed, and are maintained, by the 
nations of the world, includimg the United States. 

It is not at all clear that, within those limits, the U.N. will be able to per- 
form the tasks expected of it, Creation of a permanent United Nations police 
force based on the current experience with the U.N. emergency force in the 
Middle East, for instanee, appears most unlikely at this moment. 


It is equally unlikely that the U.N., in 
the immediate future, will be able to pro- 
vide the necessary guidance, skills and 
capital for more than half of the world’s 
peoples as they strive to break out of 
their sordid past of poverty into a world 
of relative plenty. 


These two great problems—ptace and 
economic-social development—are inti- 
mately related. The limited abilities of 
the United Nations to deal with them are 
of the same nature in each case. 


The Charter cf the United Nations is 
an extremely limited instrument. The 
U.N. as it exists under the Charter is fur- 
ther limited by the political realities of 
the world. 


It is tempting, under the circumstances, 
to ask: “Then why not get rid of the 
United Nations?” 

The answer, as pointed out by Andrew 
W. Cordier, an American who serves as 


"< | executive assistant to Secretary General 
is simple enough: | 


Dag Hammarskjold, 
“Because the United Nations, not once 
but several times, 
War III.” 

Hammarskjold, Cordier and a relatively 
few national leaders—notably including 
Lester B. Pearson, Canadian Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, are trying 
desperately, therefore, to push the United 
Nations to the limits of its Charter power 
so that it may continue to avert World 
War III. 

It may be—as the Russians are the first 
to suggest—that they are in fact pushing 
the U.N. beyond its Charter limits, that 
a “constitutional development” of the 


United Nations is under way, which could 


in time alter its character. Revision of 
the U.N. Charter, at that point, would 
merely be a tidying up process to make 
the statutes conform to the reality of 
practice. 


Problem of Setting Up Police Force. 

Keeping the peace involves a lot of 
things, but U.N. delegations now are con- 
centrating on finding a way in which a 
United Nations police force might be cre- 
ated. The U.N. Charter, signed in San 
Francisco June 26, 1945, begins: “We the 
peoples of the United Nations, deter- 
mined to save succeeding generations 
from the scourge of war—” 

One of the ways we the people were 
to be saved was for the Security Council 
of the U.N. to call on U.N. members to 
furnish armies and navies and air forces 
on quick notice to stamp out wars as soon 
as they started. A military staff commit- 
tee was to organize all this massive police 
force mechanism in advance and, when 
the alarm bell sounded, the skies would 
be blackened with the righteous wrath of 
the peace-loving people of the world, 
mobilized for preserving the peace. 

It didn’t work that way for one very 
simple—and political—reason. The Secur- 
ity Council could act only with the unani- 
mous consent of its permanent members. 
Permanent members included the United 
States and Soviet Russia, and these two 
nations, as it turned out, were unable to 
agree on very much, least of all on the 
use of force against an aggressor. 

By 1947 efforts to organize collective 
force through the military staff commit- 
tee broke down and virtually were aban- 
doned. 

Still, by much less spectacular methods, 
the U.N. was able to intervene with at 
least limited success to damp down im- 
pending disasters in Iran, Indonesia, 
Kashmir and Palestine. Korea was a spe- 
cial case, a historical accident: Russia 
happened to be boycotting the Security 
Council at the moment, so a “United 
Nations force” was organized under the 
Council. It was not, however, a true U.N. 
force, but rather a slightly dubious U.N. 
indorsement of what was chiefly a United 
States military action to restore the peace. 

Furthermore, it was obviously a one- 
shot proposition—Russia was not likely 


_ to be absent from the Security Council on 
such an occasion again. 


Therefore, and over Russia's strong 
objection, the “uniting for peace resolu- 


_tion” was passed by the General Assem- 
_bly. It empowered the Assembly to rec-

Shifting of Responsibility. 

In effect, by bending the Charter— 
breaking it, the Russians said—the “police 
force” function was transferred from the 
Security Council to the General Assembly. 

,jt was under this resolution that the 
present United Nations emergency force 
was organized and sent to the Middle 
East. It is hoped by Pearson and many 
other people tha. this action can be used 
as a precedent for future action. Jhere 
has even been some conversation in the 
U.N. about converting the emergency 
force into a permanent U.N. police force. 

This, however, seems as of now to be 
stretching beyond the practical political 
possibilities. Unlike the Security Council, 
a small group of—theoretically—united 


again, in theory—promptly and decisively, 
the General Assembly is a large body of 
disparate nations, most of which are small 
and weak. Prompt and decisive action by 
such a body is not easy to achieve. 


Such action is particularly difficult 
when Soviet Russia is dragging its formid- 
able feet. Although claiming to be eager 
to restore the peace in the Middle East, 
the Soviet Union abstained on the crea- 
tion of the emergency force and subse- 
quently criticised the whole project 
roundly. 


Without Law or Police Powers. 


A close study of the emergency force, 
furthermore, reveals that it is by no 
means a “police force” which can enforce . 
world law against breakers of the peace: 
There isn't any world law and the emer- 
gency force has no police powers. The 
force is temporary—under the terms of 
its establishment—and can operate only 
with the consent of everyone concerned, 


including the aggressors among the bel-

ligerents, if any. (A satisfactory defini- 
tion of an aggressor has never been 
framed in the U.N.) 

No one has yet discovered how the 
emergency force could throw Israel out 
of Egyptian territory, if Israel continues 
to refuse to get out, or could force Egypt 
or Israel to comply with the 1949 armi- 
stice agreement, if they do not wish to 
comply. Units of the emergency force are 
national units—Yugoslav, Indian, Cana- 
dian, etc.—temporarily and for a limited 
and essentially non-violent purpose under 
the command of a general officer ap- 
pointed by U.N. Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold. 


The role of the Secretary General in 
the present Middle Eastern emergency is 
perhaps the most significant constitu- 
tional development in the 12-year history 
of the United Nations. Even under the 
“uniting for peace” resolution, the U.N, 
remained an arena for world politics, a 
set of buildings designed to house dele- 
gates from the various sovereign nations, 
served by a secretariat. 


As the bachelor Swede who heads the 
secretariat went into action in the present 
crisis, however, the U.N. for the first 
time behaved—ever so slightly—as an 
organism with a separate will. Whatever 
success Hammarskjold has had, or will 
have in the future in his new role, de- 
pends in a great measure on his ability 
to calculate nicely the world political 
forces and to chart a course in balance 
between them. This, however, also is true 
of any democratic executive within a 
nation. 


The point is that, in the opinion of such 
respected students of the U.N. as Pearson 
and Cordier, Hammarskjold has in fact 
behaved like a democratic national execu- 
tive. 


In the realm of keeping the peace this 
fact opens the door to all sorts of possi- 
bilities for organizing future “emergency 
forces” or even, possibly, U.N. “police 
forces.” 


Flexible Plan Favored. 


Hammarskjold and his staff are known 
to be thinking not in terms of a static 
mechanism to be set in motion at the ring 
of an alarm bell—as was contemplated 
under the Charter for the Security Coun- 
cil. Rather, they believe that each situa- 
tion—by its political complexion—will call 
for a somewhat different treatment. It is 
pointed out for instance, that the nations 
which participated in the Korean “police 
action” are quite different nations from 
those now making up the Middle Eastern 
emergency force. 


If the present effort succeeds it is ex- 
pected to lead to more freedom of action 
by the Secretary-General’s office—acting 
under General Assembly instructions in- 
terpreted broadly—to meet future situa- 
It is even possible that out of the 
present experience there will develop such 
mechanisms as the earmarking of forces 
by the various nations for future U.N, 
‘duty, and the setting up of some kind of 


| a committee to plan in advance the calling 


to the U.N. flag of the ready national 
forces. Remotely, it is possible that a 
“denationalized” nucleus of U.N. forces 
might be organized, as has been suggested 
on several occasions. 


But the Secretary General's office is in- 
clined to approach the whole matter on a 
pragmatic basis, mindful that success in 
all such efforts depends less on paper or- 
ganization than on the political realities 
of the moment. 

The frontiers of the United Nations, 
meanwhile, are economic as well as politi- 
cal. It is impossible to draw a clear line 
between the two, and both are being 
pushed ouyward. 

Russia tends to resist any political de- 
velopment of the U.N. for the simple rea- 
son that the Soviet Union finds itself in 
a minority position in the organization 
and fears the use of U.N. expanded pow- 
érs against Russian interests. The United

Air Power Pro and Con 


There is some of the ominous with a degree of 
exaggeration here and there, much material for 
thought and for debate, and considerable that 
demands immediate attention in the majority 
report of the Senate Armed Services subcom- 
mittee on our military air power. 

The committee, which began hearings last 
April and is headed by Senator Symington of 
Missouri, asserts that Soviet Russia has passed 
the United States in the quantity of air power 
and is rapidly closing the qualitative gap. But 
in the sessions there was a noticeable con- 
flict of opinion on the relative air power stand- 
ings of the two nations. Gen. Nathan F. Twin- 
ing himself gave testimony in the hearing and 
later at a news conference which led to enough 
confusion that one subcommittee member, Sen- 
ator Jackson of Washington, wondered if the 
Air Force Chief of Staff was changing or “hedg- 
ing” some “flat, categorical statements.” 

The report says: “The vulnerability of the 
United States to sudden attack has increased 
greatly during the past decade and this vulner- 
ability will continue to increase in the foresee- 
able future.” 

That statement would be just as true applied 
to Soviet Russia. But if Russia really is build- 
ing bombers superior to our B-52s, leading in 
development of the intercontinental ballistic 
missile, and able to counter our radar, all that 
would heavily discount our air bases which al- 
most ring the Soviet periphery. 

The Pentagon has been forging its defense 
policy more and more since World War II 
ended on the concept of a powerful Strategic 
Air Command as a warning to any would-be 
aggressor what an attack would mean.

The Eisenhower Administration has developed 
this concept to such an extent that most military 
experts, including many generals and admirals, 
believe that we have cut our conventional forces 
so much that we could not successfully wage a 
Korean-type war. And the emphasis in this re- 
port is on nuclear air power. But Korea, Viet 
Nam and the Middle East all have shown that 
conventional warfare still has a place in our 
arsenal and that we ought not to put all our 
eggs in the nuclear basket. 

The report contains a score of warnings that 
merit earnest consideration and of this number 
there are several that call for prompt action. 
The majority on the subcommittee states that 
the United States relies almost completely on 
the belief that in the event of a major war we 
would be able to mobilize our industrial poten- 
tial and eventually win. That seems a most du- 
bious reliance in this day of the atomic bomber. 

The majority also asserts that Soviet Russia 
is ahead in jet engines and guided missiles and 


in research and development. Since these are 
the days when conventional weapons and tactics 
are in swift process of transition to nuclear and 
robot weapons, it is essential that we not fall 
behind in research and development. 

Surely it cannot be forgotten that research 
and development, as evidenced by radar and 
the proximity fuse for example, played a major 
part in winning World War II, There ought to 
be no doubt at all concerning the adequacy of 
our research and development. 

The 36-billion-dollar military budget is a tre 
mendous one and the taxpayer should feel the 
very best possible use will be made of every 
cent. So it is distressing to find that the sub- 
committee majority is convinced proper use is 
not going to be made. For the report says: 
“With proper programming and administration 
in the Department of Defense it would be possi- 
ble to maintain air superiority over the Seviets 
without jeopardizing a sound economy and with- 
out imposing additional tax burdens.”

from the Army and the Navy and given to the 


Air Force? If so, the best possible case should 
be made for Navy is keeping 
up to the by its atomic-powered 


submarines, ded missile ships, atomic depth 
charges and plans for an atomic aircraft carrier. 
The Navy undoubtedly has a combat potential 
that has been understated in the majority re- 
port. The minority report emphasizes this 
“inadequate appreciation of the versatile capa- 


bilities of ours, the most powerful Navy in the - 


world” which “can deliver hydrogen bombs to- 
day” and is ready for immediate use “in any 
type of emergency.” 

It is regrettable that the subcommittee di- 
vided strictly along party lines for this suggests 
that what is deemed good or bad for the two 
parties is accordingly good or bad for the na- 
tional defense. Senator Ervin of North Caro- 
lina joined Senators Jackson and Symington to 
make the Democratic majority. .The minority 
report, from the Republican side, is the work 
of Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts, who is 
supported by James H. Duff of Pennsylvania, a 
member of the Senate subcommittee when the 
testimony was taken. 

It now becomes the responsibility of Con- 
gress to use the conclusions, pro and con, as the 
basis for correcting weak spots in the national 
defense. The final word on whether we are de- 
veloping our air power properly and how much 
behind we are in research and development lies 
with Congress. With the peace of the world in 
its present precarious state it would be better to 
err on the side of too much defense instead of 
too little—and perhaps too late. 


Open Range in Jefferson City 

Missouri’s Capitol was turned into a dormi- 
tory one recent night to house four bus-loads of 
people who went to Jefferson City from the hills 
to protest against a bill to end open range priv- 
ileges. Having braved the weather and discom- 
fort, however, and having heard boos, cheers 
and Scriptures, the citizens finally departed 
knowing that the House Agriculture Committee 
had killed the bill by 30 votes to 4. 

This means that owners of cattle, horses, pigs 
and goats can still pasture their stock at large, 
and on anybody’s property, including state high- 
ways, in 17 counties. Representative Charles B. 
James of Dunklin frankly calls this “sponging 
off the other fellow.” Mr. James..was injured 
last year in an automobile whose driver ran off 
the road to avoid a cow. 

Open range is an old and bitter issue in Mis- 
souri. In much of the Ozarks the pasturage is so 
poor that nobody could hope te keep much stock 
on a few acres. The right of open pasturage is a 
matter of livelihood to many in the hills. But 
the other side of the issue is that open range 
defies private property rights, and places the 
burden of fencing not on the steck owner but 
on the owner of property who wishes to prevent 
stock trespassing. And the value of the land 
does not make such fencing profitable. 

More important, open range policy is a detri- 
ment te conservation. It is accompanied un- 
necessarily by the old hill habit of burning off 
the ground. The cows and goats and pigs root 
out small trees and destroy young leafage, 
adding to the destruction of cover. 

For these reasons the open range law ought 
te be modified, if it cannot be eliminated en- 
tirely. Some Ozark landholders have proposed a 
law closing the range for two or three months 
in the spring, when young trees are beginning 
their growth. This would mean that stock own- 
ers would have to feed their stock on their own 
property for a time each year, but could let the 
stock roam as in the past for most of the year. 

The Legislature ought to be able to consider a 
fair compromise without raising a rebel yell all 
the way from Koshkonong to Jefferson City. 


Without the Tiger 

Did the Bolshevik firing squad fail to kill 
Princess Anastasia when it mowed down the 
Russian royal family in 1917? Did the child 
daughter of Czar Nicholas II somehow survive 
the ordeal, recover her health and grow up 
. incognito? 

These questions form the basis of a fasci- 
nating new motion picture with Ingrid Bergman 


in the title role, the grand dame of the stage, 


Helen Hayes, as the very royal grandmama, and 
Yul Brynner as the chief promoter of the estab- 
lishment of the heroine of the story as the legal 
Anastasia. Now as if to spur interest in the 
story, a court in West Berlin has ruled that 
a village woman who lives poorly in Uterleng- 
hardt, Germany, is not Anastasia even though 
she has been claiming that identity for some 
20 years. 

Frank R. Stockton set a terrific controversy 
going in 1882 with his classic story, “The Lady 
or the Tiger?”—would a barbaric princess, re- 
quired by her father to decide, give her lover 
up to another who would marry him or to a 
tiger which would destroy him? The story of 
Anastasia, who now becomes the finely sculp- 
tured Miss Bergman, lacks a menacing tiger 
but holds its own store of mystery. 
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Wire-Tapping in New Orleans 

Those public officials who are inclined to con- 
done wite-tapping should be moved to second 
thoughts when they consider what happened to 
Mayor DeLesseps Morrison of New Orleans. A 
United States District Court jury in his city has 
just convicted three men of tapping his tele- 
phone and then divulging his conversations to 
his political opponents, 

Two of the men were connected with a pri- 
vate detective agency and the third was a for- 
mer telephone company employe. This shows 
that it is virtually impossible to restrict this 
form of eavesdropping to the detection of crime. 

Civil rights always have been in danger of 
abuses peculiar to the times. In the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries the chief danger was

in unwarranted searches and seizures by the 
king’s officers. In this electronic age the great- 
er danger is in technological spying. Safeguards 
must be adjusted accordingly. 

«& Since federal jurisdiction does not embrace 
every case, precautions on the state level also 
are necessary. The legislators of Missouri and 
California have wire-tapping bills. Tight con- 
trols are necessary to check a practice today 
even worse than when Justice Holmes called it 
“a dirty business.”

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Two Unfulfilled Promises 

Alaska and Hawaii are ready for statehood, 
they want statehood, and statehood has been 
solemnly promised them by both major political 
parties in the United States. Why then have 
they not been admitted to the Union? That is a 
question which members of Congress may find 
harder and harder to answer unless they do 
something about it. 

The Democratic party, which commands a ma- 
jority of both houses of Congress, pledged itself 
to immediate statehood for both territories in 
1952 and again in 1956. The Republican party, 
which controls the executive branch, unequi- 
vocally declared “we pledge immediate state- 
hood” for both territories in its 1956 platform 
and in 1952 had promised the same for Hawaii 
though hedging on its pledge to Alaska. 

Mr. Eisenhower said at Denver more than six 
years ago now: “Quick admission of Alaska and 
Hawaii to statehood will show the world that 
America practices what she preaches.” 

During his first term, however, the President 
went along with his party in backing statehood 
for Hawaii only—which in practical effect 
meant statehood for neither. Now, in his budget 
message, he has moved closer to his original 
position. He asks Congress to admit Hawaii and, 
“subject to area limitations and other safe- 
guards for the conduct of defense activities,” 
Alaska as well. 

The time has come for Congress to act. Can 
the United States afford to give the world rea- 
son to believe that while it preaches representa- 
tive self-government, it continues to treat Alaska 
and Hawaii as colonial dependencies?

More Exposure Needed 

A comparison of the House votes on Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s two requests for advance 
congressional support for foreign policy, pos- 
sibly involving military forces, shows more 
oppostion this time than in 1955. On the 1955 
Formosa resolution the vote was 409 to 3. Last 
Tuesday the vote on the President's Middle 
East resolution was 355 to 61. Thus two years 
ago the vote was stronger than 100 to 1 in 
support. This time its was about 6 to 1—quite 
a change in ratio although still overwhelming. 

Missourians can take satisfaction in knowing 
that no single Representative from this. state 
opposed the resolution on the roll call. The 
only Republican in our 1l-member delegation 
—Curtis of St. Louis—voted te uphold the 
President. The Illinois Democratic delegation 
cast only one No vote, that of Representative 
Yates. There were, however, six G.O.P. I}inois 
members opposed — Byrne, Collier, Keeney, 
McVey, Mason and Sheehan. 

Thus Illinois racked up nearly one fourth of 
the 26 Republican’ No votes in the House. 
That is a large proportion for one state. Ap- 
parently the G.O.P. in the Prairie State could 
do with more exposure to the gospel of the new 
Eisenhower Republicanism.

Machines determine precision shapings, and drills automatic- 
as ally carry out their instructions; paint applies itself by 
magnetism; engines report for inspection, find own places in 
line, turn off and on, and leave in order of their own accord. 


James Stern, Automation Specialist of the United Automobile Workers, 
in the Antioch Review 


Raw materials and finished products 
that were manually trucked in and out 
of a modern automobile plant 10 years 
ago now are automatically dispatched 
into, around, and out of it by intricate 
automatic conveyor systems. 


The steel scrap that formerly was 
manhandled out of the plant now de- 
parts without even being seen except 
through a television set. Scrap from 
each machine automatically drops down 
chutes into under-the-ground conveyors. 


One man sitting amid noise that 
would deafen the uninitiated tends a 
giant baler fed by many conveyors. 
By pushing buttons and turning handles 
the baler operator regulates the many 
intake conveyors, the baler itself, and 
the exit conveyor. which sends a 2000- 

und bundle of steel scrap hurtling 

to a gondola-type freight car. 

Although the naked eye of the 
operator cannot see the freight car 
outside to determine whether he is 
loading the bales into it correctly, he 
can by use of his trusty television 
camera and remote controls, not only 
see exactly where each bale hits, but 
also move the freight car up and down 
the tracks in order to distribute the 
bales over its entire length. 


In the engine machining department 
there is not a single man on the floor 
of the room in which the cylinder head 
is being machined. 

Formerly there were hundreds of 
men a few feet apart each tending a 
single-purpose ine. 


A 550-Foot Giant in Action 


Today the tools of these machines 
have been linked together on a single 


base. 

This 550-foot giant made up of hun- 
dreds of tools, gauges, and switches is 
really a small private factory—run by 
a single operator from a control station 
located on a balcony. 


Several hundred lights keep the man 
informed of each operation. Trouble 
and its location are spelled out for 
him when the standard light pattern 
changes. From his balcony stool he can 
take simple corrective measures by 
twisting a few knobs. 


' Engines have been spray-painted for 
years but now no man holds the spray 
gun. Engines are automatically rotated 
in front of successive sets of spray guns 
which travel automatically up and 
down. Even this is not so amazing as 
the path that the paint particles follow. 
Sprayed out in an are, they converge 
on the engine like iron filings on a 
magnet. A positive electrical charge 
has been given to the metal-base paint 
and a negative. 

Oil lines, gas lines, exhaust lines, 
water lines, and electrical connections 
spring out of the test stands and auto- 
matically screw and clamp themselves 
into place. No button is pushed yet 
the — turns over and runs for

At, the aa of its test cycle it auto 
matically stops, the connections auto- 
matically disengage themselves, and the 
engine is automatically drained, moves 
out of the test stand, waits pa- 
tiently next to the moving line looking 
for an empty spot.

Analogue computers are used, among 


other tasks, to measure the degree of 
imbalance of a rotating crankshaft. 
They then automatically transmit the 


necessary instructions te standard drills 


which in turn automatically take off 
the desired amount of material from 
the exact point on the crankshaft spe- 


cified by the computer. 

These computers, are rather re 
mentary commeed with the large 
computors used in the offices of 
plants. One new computor orneanity 
undergoing trials in a large plant in 
Indiana will run the payroll for five 
plants of this com scattered 
throughout the eastern of the 
country. A payroll for 6,000 workers 
was handled by the computor in six 
minutes, 

From an engineering standpoint, 
most of the jobs in factories, offices and 
stores can now be automated, but in 
many cases the cost is extremely high. 

Competent electronics engineers and 
toolmakers are not created overnight. 
An extensive training program is re- 
quired before the semi-skilled worker 
can be qualified in his new occupation.

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Reading and Writing

AN OBSCURE WRITER named 
Bybille Bedford has produced an ex- 
traordinary first novel dealing with a 
limited European society which flour- 
ished in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. I assume that Mrs. Bedford is 
English since her novel — entitled “A 
Legacy’ —was first published in London. 
Her American publishers, however, know 
little about her. She is widely travelled, 
they say, has contributed to several 
American and European magazines and 
is reputed to be a “four-star cook.” 

The internal evidence of her book is 
more satisfying. It incorporates a spate 
of material and some 15 or 20 main 
characters into a well organized design 
and presents, through its brittle and 
sophisticated dialogue, a continuous 
surface glitter. It has its limitations but 
it is still a literary feat. 

The story is primarily concerned with 

two German families whose relations 
with each other bring about a long, 
intricate and unhappy series of events. 
Jules von Felden, a South German 
epicure whose patent of nobility is quite 
real but not very important, marries a 
young girl named Melanie Merz whom 
he has met in France. Up to that time 
he has devoted his talents to collecting 
objets d’art, fine wines and mistresses. 
His marriage makes little difference to 
‘his chief vocation but it nevertheless 
brings about an important and lasting 
change in his life. 
AS IT HAPPENS, Melanie is a 
beloved daughter of the Berlin Merzes, 
a Jewish family with bottomless wealth. 
The Merzes are not religious in any 
spiritual or theological sense but they 
would have preferred a son-in-law of 
their own faith. Jules is not religious 
either but he insists on a Catholic 
marriage. 

These impediments are soon overcome 
and Jules is incorporated into the Merz 
family and put on a handsome allowance. 
In the course of a few years Melanie 
gives birth to a daughter, contracts 
tuberculosis and dies. Later on Jules

The Editor's Dilemma

A GREAT MANY WRITERS 
naturally yearn to see their by-line in 
Ladies’ Home Journal, one of the ac- 
knowledged tops in the field of women’s 
magazines. ~Those who have made the 
grade with the editors of L.H.J. (whose 
integrity is unquestioned and whose 
checks often run to four or five figures) 
take pardonable pride in their achieve- 
ment. Therefore, anguished cries of 
disbelief were heard last month when 
writers, as well as “constant readers” 
with excellent memories, recognized the 
lead story of the January Journal as a 
plagiarized work. 

“The Archbishop's Dilemma,” with the 
by-line of Patricia Hazlett Finney, begins 
thus: “The Cardinal Archbishop of So- 
nora sat on his shaded balcony, his well- 
kept hands clasped upon his breast, his 
feet stretched out so straight before him 
that the pigeon perched on the rail of 
the balcony might have seen full six 
inches of scarlet silk stocking. The car- 
dinal was a small man, but very neatly 
made. His hair was white as spun glass.” 

A call at the St. Louis Public Library 
produced a novelette titled, “The |Tur- 
quoise Cup,” by Arthur Cosslett Smith 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons, copyright 1903) 
which begins: “The Cardinal Archbishop 
sat on his shaded balcony, his well-kept 
hands clasped upon his breast, his feet 
stretched out so straight before him that 
the pigeon, perched on the rail of the 
balcony, might have seen fully six inches 
of scarlet silk stocking. The cardinal 
Was a small man, but very neatly made. 
His hair was as white as spun glass.” 


The similarity does not, alas, end there 
but continues throughout the story ex- 
cept only for the difference of a few 
place and character names, 

“The Turquoise Cup” is a charming 
novelette that any editor might at any 
time receive with enthusiasm and pub- 
lish with pride. Mr. Smith, who died in 
1926, wrote a few stories only, but they 
were so delightful and polished they 
received somewhat wide acclaim; and 
Vincent Starrett pays such tribute to him 
in his own “Buried Caesars.” 


When queried by telephone this week 
a Journal editor told the Post-Dispatch 
that the magazine had made a satisfac- 
tory arrangement with Scribner's. They 
felt that the storm of indignant letters 
they had received attested to the grati- 
fying loyalty and interest of L.HQJ. 
readers. 

If Ladies’ Home Journal's attitude has 

been one of consideration and compas- 
sion for all concerned in this matter it 
is understandable. Editors are human 
and there may be some who are actually 
enjoying their rival's embarrassment— 
as well as the Archbishop’s dilemma. 
But if so, it is doubtless with a crossed- 
fingers “it-could-happen-to-me” uneasi- 
ness, for no editor, however omniscient, 
can be acquainted with everything that 
has been published. 
A DISTURBING QUESTION 
which may strike freelance writers is— 
what does an incident such as this do to 
their chances of having their own hon- 
est efforts accepted for publication? Are 
all manuscripts from unknown writers 
to be viewed with suspicion?

and finally drifts off into a mild state 
of insanity. 

The aftermath of this episode has 

devastating consequencés for all con- 
cerned; but as it is a complicated case 
and its final unwinding is delayed until 
the last chapter, no summary of its 
divergences and incidental consequences 
is possible in a short space. For the 
same reason the many other ramifica- 
tions of the plot must be left to the 
reader with the certain belief that they 
will be absorbing to him. 
ASIDE FROM the main line of 
action and its detours the novel is rich 
in detail that pertains to the life of a 
wealthy class that acknowledged no 
obligations except to itself. The Merz 
domicile, for instance, with its baroque 
luxuries, its family gatherings of in-laws 
and outlaws, its bric-a-brac, tapestries, 
gossip and set nenmanens is revealed in 
depth. 

The Merzes belong to the Jgwish 
upper bourgeoisie but, unlike the Men- 
delssohns, Oppenheims and Simons, they 
are not interested in art, science or 
thought. So while others of their class 
are listening to Schubert, or endowing 
research, they are “thickening the up- 
holstery and adding bell-pulls.”’ 

THE AUTHOR throws a cold but 
revealing light on the small-beer country 
nobility represented by the Feldens; 
and portrays in considerable detail the 
characters—such as Jules Felden—who 
are more cosmopolitan but scarcely less 
futile. In fact most of the characters in 
this book are nothing but.drones and 
parasites, ingrown, overbred and narrow 
in their sympathies. Yet Mrs. Bedford 
does not lead the reader against them. 
She is cool, objective, detached. , 

So the chief defect of her writing is 
its lack of passion or commitment. As 
a consequence the reader is also de- 
tached and hence well insulated against 


‘the shocks that some of the characters 


undergo. 

Nevertheless, “A Legacy,” is a superior 
literary work, sharply observant and 
arresting in its style. 


How to Spot Plagiarists and Their Stolen Stories 


In the opinion of an important maga- 


- gine editor, the system observed by pub- 


lishing houses in handling manuscripts 
could stand improvement. To begin 
with, he believes that first readers, 
being generally the least informed, are 
least likely to judge competently. In 
order to test this theory he once made 
six copies of the first few chapters of 
Tolstoi’s “War and Peace” and sent them 
to six editors. Five were rejected as 
being uninteresting, only the sixth was 
recognized for the true copy it was! 


Searching periodicals in the Central 
Library I was comforted to find no more 
than two cases of what some call “pi- 
racy” reported in the past few years. 
Publisher’s Weekly (Dec. 31, 1956), said 
that Bouregy & Curl announced the pub- 
lication of “The Golden Ballast,” by 
Anthony Hodgson, for Oct. 15. Twenty- 
féur hundred copies had been distrib- 
uted when the New York Times mystery 
reviewer, Anthony Boucher, recognized 
it as a virtual word-for-word copy of 
“Tender to Danger,” by Eliot Reed 
(Doubleday, 1951). 


VIRGINIA KIRKUS, whose Kir- 


kus Reports (thumb-nail reviews of books 
which she and her staff read in galley 
proofs) are widely used to guide book- 
sellers and buyers, once ran across a 
story so familiar she knew what was 
going to happen on the next page before 
she turned to it. 

A search of her files proved that “Po- 
sition Unknown,” hy Robert E. Pryor, 
which Doubleday was publishing, was a 
dead ringer for “Island in the Sky,” 
by Ernest E. Gann, (Viking, 1944.

The English Taste In Art 


THE PAINTER’S EYE, by Henry James. (Harvard University Press, 
274 pgs., $4.)

THE PRESENCE in St. Louis of thé British Masters ex- 
hibition makes the issuance of this book of special] interest. It 
includes essays about a number of painters represéntéd at the 
City Art Museum, written during their periods of activity.. 

Henry James, better known now as a novelist, lived in 
Europe for some years as correspondent for several American 
newspapers and magazines. His “personal impressions” here 
assembled are notes and essays on art exhibitions in London, 
Paris and other places with appraisals of artists who can now 
be re-appraised in the perspective of history. 

James’s essay style is pithy, and his notes, contemporary 
with the painters he discusses, illuminate them in terms of 
their times. Some of his early reactions were later modified, 
but James never quite saw eye to eye with the French impres- 
sionists. “This little band,” he said, “is on all grounds less 
interesting than the group out of which Millais and Holman 
Hunt rose into fame. None of its members show signs of 
possessing first-rate talent...” 

His comments on British painting are sympathetic and un- 
usually favoraBle, but they, too, reflect an.independent spirit.

“The Aspern Papers” had 
to do with the literary re- 
mains of a célebrated poet 
and the none too scrupulous 
efforts of an ambitious schol- 
ar and the papers’ would-be 
editor to pry them loose from 
the close guardianship of the 
poet’s two heirs. One of them 
was an elderly and formidable 
female dragon who had one 
foot in the grave; the other, 
feminine also and single, hap- 
pened to be still of marriage- 
able age. 

In James’s &tory the aspir- 
ing author makes a visit to 
the ladies’ Italian home and 
becomes their boarder under 
an assumed name the better to 
further his intrigue. And he 
gives the story a masterly 
ironic twist when, with suc- 
cess to his quest right within 
his grasp, his hero fails at 
the last by flinching at pay- 
ing the required pr 
riage to the eligible lady. 


WHILE USING in “The 
Guardians” this basic idea, 
Mr. Stewart changes the set- 
ting—to Oxford in place of 
Venice—creates a new set of 
characters—so different that 
his story cannot help but de-

It is at this point that Mr. 
Stewart's story diverges from 
its prototype. Complications 
of an entirely new sort arise 
for Quail when he discovers 
that he has to deal not only 
with the guardians of the 
treasure but with two male 
rivals, who have literary am- 
bitions akin to his own. They 
prove to be the Warden of 
his old college and its Senior 
Tutor. 

OUT OF QUAIL’S deal- 
ings with rivals and guardians 
the author weaves a witty and 
amusing tale into which is 
embroidered quite a comedy 
of Oxford manners. The 
comedy is, in fact, so over-

THIS MASSIVE MONUMENT to the Blue and Gray, 
familiar to the growing army of Civil War camp followers, 
originally appeared in the pages of Century magazine back 
in the 1880s, when that publication was one of a quartet 
of “quality” periodicals now halved in number. Then the 
articles, with their 2000 illustrations and 2,000,000 words, 
were edited anew and published in Sour fancy volumes, 
gilt-edged, on coated paper. 

In this day of stratospheric publishing sale it’s not possible 
to be so lavish and yet command a wide sale. But this 
reissue still is handsome in its dark blue and silver uniform, 
boxed, and with all the maps and drawings of the original. 
When one’s tracing the battlefields, however, it's apparent 
that some of the pristine clarity has disappeared, perhaps 
dué to the reproduction process. But the impressive, almost 
contemporary account, the définitive story, told by the first- 
pérson participants of both sides remains. 


WHILE some of the generals bog down in details of low 


Rodes was here at 4 a.m. and Johnson was there, such 
minutiae of countermarches and strategy, a surprising verte 
of humanity and human interest shines through. Brig. Gen 
Charlés P. Stone writes of “Washington on the Eve of Wer” 
with a keen perceptive eye and considerable suspense.

‘*' SHALL NOT gburren- 
der this game leaving any 
available card unplayed,” said 
Abraham Lincoln early in the 
war and thus pretty well 

mmed up the war he would 
fight. A lot of the time he 
fought it almost singlehanded 
—especially in the black days 
of defeat in 1862—but he 
clung grimly to his purpose 
to hold the Union indivisible. 

There was an essential 
about the Civil War which 
Lincoln understood as few 
others (perhaps no others) 
did: The existence of the 
Confederate States govern- 
ment meant revolution, noth- 
ing else. Lincoln knew all the 
arguments involving the con- 
tract. theory of government, 
knew the words which had 
been spoken by Calhoun and 
his followers about nullifica- 
tion and secession, but he re- 
jected their ideas. The Union 
stood above the states and no 
state was going to prove it 
otherwise. 


There were certain things 
about Lincoln which the 
South did not understand. 
The Confederates branded 
him a “Black Republican,” a 
man who represented the de- 
struction of that mystical 
something called the South- 
ern “way of life.” They saw 
in him the final triumph of 
the cancerous  industrial- 
social revolution, and they 
thought little of him as a 
man. He was, after all, a 
bumpkin risen to great 
heights by circumstances. 


WHAT they could not see 
for a while (and what many 
later generations of school 
children were nevér taught to 
sé¢e) was that Lincoln was a 
brilliant politician, skilled in 
the roughest facets} of that 
art. He was more. He was a 
political strategist of the 
most resourceful kind, one 
who could improvise new 
methdds for new situations. 

Also he was a military 
strategist—-a poor one at 
first, but one who grew with 
his responsibilities. He had to 
put his faith in inept Union 
generals when fighting be- 
gan, because they were all in- 
ept at first. 

But basically. he put his 
faith in the Northern people 
and in those remarkable boys 


South to be beaten again and 
again by the superb gra 
clads under stunning gener 
like Lee and Jackson. But kod 
important thing was that they 
kept coming back. 

And when their President 
gave them something to clihg 
to, a sort of war aim, théy 
showed that dogged tenacify 
which distinguished Lincoln 
himself, After the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation the North-

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TEXAS BOARD’S 
RATIONING CUTS 
OIL FOR EUROPE

‘din the gulf to the United 
States east coast. 

The latest government fig- 
ures for the week ended Jan. 
23 show this movement of gulf 
coast oil to Western Europe: 
crude, 157,000 barrels a day; 
gasoline, 121,000 barrels; kero- 
sene, 13,000 barrels; distillate, 
$95,000 barrels; residual, 10,000 
warrels, , and other products 
70 barrels. Since Nov. 1, 19,- 
*y#,000 barrels of crude and 
17,195,000 barrels of other 
products have left the gulf for 
Europe. 

There are a number of un- 
explained angles in the whole 
situation involving the Euro- 
pean oil-lift and price rises. 
One minor item is the fact that 
recently an average of 24,000 
barrels a day of Middle East 
crude has been reaching the 
gulf coast consigned to a buyer 
not a member of the emergency 
committee. Asked about this, 
Stewart conceded it was like 
“bringing coals to Newcastle”; 
he said he did not have an ex- 
planation. 

The government has suggest- 
ed that domestic refining runs 
be reduced temporarily, but ap- 
parently refiners are unwilling 
to take this step even though 
gasoline stocks are at a record 
high. 

Stocks of domestic and for- 
eign crude petroleum in the 
United States at the close of 
the week ended Jan. 26 totaled 
254,190,000 barrels, a drop of 
2,088,000 barrels from the pre- 
ceding week. A week ago Felix 
E. Wormser, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior, said stocks 
had been reduced “to a level 
considered a minimum for na- 
tional security reasons.” 


Waiting for Spring. 


Stewart was asked at a press 
conference yesterday how he 
could reconcile the Govern- 
ment’s states-rights first atti- 
tude in view of the national se- 
curity aspects of the situation. 
He replied that in the last war 
the Government did not tell the 
states how much oil they could 
produce but that the states co- 
operated and turned out what 
was needed. 


Stewart observed that the 
Texas Commission considers it 
is meeting’ its responsibilities. 
He did not think the Commis- 
sion would be disposed to raise 
the allowables unless it could 
see “all factors in. reasonable 
balance,” and gave as one rea- 
son for the Federal Govern- 
ment’s policy of not putting 
pressure on the Texans the 
likelihood that within a few 
weeks supplies will be ap- 
proaching normal, 

Factors in this, he said, in- 
clude an increasing movement 
of oil around the Cape of Good 
Hope, the possibility the Suez 
Canal will be open for limited 
operation’ within the ¢oming 
weeks and the fact that the 
heating oil season will, be near- 
ly over by the end of March. 


PEACE, ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS STRAIN 
POWERS OF U.N.

States, on the other hand, tends 
to resist the development of the 
economic powers of the U.N., 
preferring to use its own vast 
economic resources for national 
economic and political purposes. 


As the Soviet Union seems to 
be fighting a rear-guard action 
in opposing the political devel- 
opment of the U.N., so does it 

now appear that the United 
States is failing in its efforts to 
limit the development of the 
bs og Nations’ economic func- 

ons. 


Two issues, both now before 
the U.N., illustrate the trend in 
economic matters. One is a 
scheme to use the world’s food 
reserves, under U.N. auspices, 
to prevent famines and aid in 
the economic development of 
the underdeveloped areas — 
Africa, Asia and Latin America. 
The other is the establishment 
of a U.N. fund for the develop- 
ment of such areas, to be ad- 
ministered by a new organiza- 
tion -caMed the Special .United 
Nations Fund for Economic De- 
velopment, or SUNFED. 

Shift Away From U.S. 


On both issues there is no 
doubt that the United States’ 
position is one of “generosity.” 
—so long as contro] of United 
States food and capital re- 
sources remains in American 
hands. We wish to use these 
resources as weapons to achieve 
our national objectives, includ- 
ing the over-riding objective of 
‘fighting world communism. 


The ability of the United 
States to control decisions in 
the U.N., particularly by influ- 
encing Latin American mem- 
bers, swiftly is being eroded 
where these economic issues 
are concerned. Latin American 
countries are voting more and 
more with Asian and African 
countries. Such European coun- 
tries as France and the Nether- 
lands also are voting against 
the United States, now, as are 
Russia and the other Communist 
countries, and the American 
position is becoming increasing- 
ly lonely. 


The limited abilities of the 
U.N? to act in advance of an 
explosion or even after an ex- 
plosion has occurred are kept 
limited becayse of the jealous 
sovereignty ‘of nations. The 
United tates, \as well as Soviet 
Russia, wan o maintain the 
veto in the .Security Council. 
States much 
than Russia, 
about establishment of a real 
U.N. police force, .denational- 
ized, with far-reaching. power to 
act on its own. 


Perhaps the most frequently 
cited words of the U:N. charter 
are found in Article two, pate- 
graph seven, which begins: 
“Nothing contained in the prés- 
ent Charter shall authorize the 
United Nations to intervene in 
matters which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction 
of any state...”

Give the fisherman squatter’s | 
rights to the bay and coves, 
and general possession of the 
lake early in the morning and 
late in the evening, when fish- 


ing is best. Let the pleasure 
boaters take over in the middle | 
of the day, so long as they con- | 
fine their activities to the mid- | 
dle of the lake. 

The Coast Guard believes 
matters would be improved if 
the state set up restrictive 
areas on its large waters—some 
set aside for pleasure ges 
others for water skiing an 
others for fishing.

Suddenly Everybody 
Crazy for Calypso

(C wes Indies, may accomplish what platoons of parents, 
sociologists and police have failed to do. It may push 
rock ‘n’ roll from the top spot in popular music. 
4», °Whether that will be

® of teen-agers and the ears 
of adults is a question 
open to debate. What 
can’t be denied is that sud- 
denly, everyone is crazy 
for calypso. Harry Bela- 
fonte’s album, “Calypso,” 
has sold nearly 1,000,000 
copies. In New York, there 
are at least a half dozen 
night clubs featuring only 
calypso talent. Every Sat- 
urday night hundreds of 
fans—young and not-so- 
* young—crowd into New 
York’s Carnegie Hall for 
ss two shows featuring calyp- 
' so singers, calypso danc- 
' ers and the unique steel 
™ bands. The “concerts” 
HARRY BELAFONTE ...RE- have been selling out for 
LUCTANT KING OF CALYPSO. eight months. 
The disk jockeys and the juke boxes are playing and 
replaying such numbers as “The Banana Boat Song,” “Ja- 
maica Farewell,” and “Marianne.”

@ THE GIANT RECORD and music business is hurry- 
ing to cash in on the new bonanza. The professional 
tunesmiths have thrown away their handbooks of rock 

: ’n’ roll and have begun grinding out “calypso” songs which 

have little if any relation to the real thing. 

What is the real thing? An authentic calypsonian, 
with the typically colorful name of “Gorilla,” once wrote 
a calypso verse which explains the form this way: 

“Calypso is a thing I’m telling you, 

“When you are singing, you must learn to be impromptu. 
“Never mind your English; but mind your rhymes 
“When you get the gist of it, just sing in time 

“For veteran calypsonians are known to be 

“Men who can sing on anythirig instantaneously.”

The basic appeal of the calypso music is its 
simple, rhythmic beat, It’s the kind that sets your 
feet to tapping. And the tunes are the sort that 
keep running through your head. There is also, 
some of its supporters and critics agree, an animal 
quality about it, This, combined with the frequent 
suggestive, sometimes risque lyrics, is making some 
people wonder whether the new craze is any bet- 
ter than ’n’ roll,

@ ACTUALLY, the two forms of music do have one 
common ancestor—the rhythms of the African natives. 
Calypso is the end product, however, of several centuries 
of musical development on the island of Trinidad, which 
is just off the north coast of South America. 

It’s popularity began to build in the twenties, and 
by the late thirties and in the early forties there even 
was a small craze for the music in the United States. Re- 
member “Rum and Coca Cola”? The current craze is the 
result of two American invasions of the Caribbean. 

The first was during World War II when the United 
States military, their airplanes, trucks and jeeps moved 
onto the islands. With them they brought oil and gasoline 
in steel drums. The imaginative, music-loving West In- 
dians picked up the discarded drums and converted them 
into new types of music instruments, each of which ap- 
proximates an orchestral instrument in its tone. They 

formed what are now known as “steel bands.” 
| The second invasion of Americans has taken place 
in the postwar years with thousands of tourists vacation- 
ing im Trinidad, Jamaica, the Virgin Islands, and the oth- 
er Caribbean lands where the music is heard. Coming 
back to the states, the tourists want to hear the music. 
D’Lugoff, who produces the Carnegie Hall programs, says 
that every Saturday night patrons come back stage to 
tell such performers as “The Duke of Iron,” “Johnny Bar- 
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racuda,” and “Lord Burgess,” about the first time they 
heard calypso “on the islands.” 

The three singers mentioned are pure “calypsonians.” 
That is, they can and do make up their lyrics as they 
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sing. In night clubs, they often will compose a number 
about a couple sitting at a ringside table—usually to the 
girl’s pleased amusement and the man’s embarrassment. 
“Calypso singers,” however, memorize the music and lyrics 
end sing the same songs over and over again. 

Strangely, the singer who, everyone agrees, is re- 
sponsible for the current craze is neither a calypsonian 
nor a calypso singer. He is Harry Belafonte, and he is 
“the reluctant king of calypso.” Belafonte is generally 
considered one of the finest folk singers in the business. 
He always has sung some calypso as part of his night club 
show, but he is determined not to be to calypso what 
Elvis Presley is to rock ‘n’ roll. Bellafonte expects to be 
singing calypso as part of his folk music repertoire long 
after the fad has passed. 


Whether It's a Blooming of Mass 
Culture or Merely Release From 
Frustrations or What Not, The 


Fact Is Thousands Have Become— 


By Dickson Terry | 


HERE’S NOTHING NEW about Sunday painters. They've 

been around for years. It’s just that until a few years ago 

they were a lonely and little known breed, not very well 
understood either by the professional painters, who tolerated 
them, and the laymen, who suspected them. 


Just what has been happening 
is a little hard to define. Some 
say it’s the influence of men 
like Winston Churchill and Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, both ardent 
Sunday daubers who never had 
a lesson in their lives. Others, 
seeking deeper motives, say it’s 
the rebellion of the individual 
against regimentation. Still oth- 
ers call it the blooming of a 
mass culture. 

Whatever it is, it’s certainly 
blooming. About every third 
person you meet nowadays is a 
Sunday painter, with a little sky 
blue on his fingers and a far- 
away look in his eye. The 
amount of oi] that is being 
splashed on canvas in St. Louis, 
not to mention the rest of the 
nation, is a little appalling—to 
everyone except the art supply 
dealer. He is in a happy daze. 
There has never, he will tell 
you, been anything like it in 
the history of the business. 

Just to give you an idea, a 
few years ago there were onty 
200 manufacturers of artists’ 
supplies in the country, and they 
rocked along supplying the de- 
mand. Now there are more than 
a thousand, and they’re turning 
the stuff out as fast as they can 
make it. In fact, some profes- 
sional artists are complaining 
they can’t get the equipment 
they need any more. The ama- 
teurs are buying it all. 

It has further been estimated 
that between four and five mil- 
lion Americans have joined the 
stampede to the easel. Just how 
many there are in greater St. 
Louis is just about impossible 
to determine. Taking those who 
belong to one of the many art 
groups which have sprung up 
in the city and county, the esti- 
mates run from 1000 to 2000. 
There is no way to count the 
hundreds of others who don’t 
belong to any group, but who 
just go off by themselves on 
weekends and smear paint on 
canvas solely for their own sat- 
isfaction. 

Se So 

OR is it easy, any more, to 
Ncetine a Sunday painter. 

Strictly speaking, some tell 
you, a Sunday painter is in the 
Winston Churchill tradition, one 
who never took a lesson and 
who, like Winston, get a special 
exhilaration not only from creat- 
ing something, but from work- 
ing out all the problems them- 
selves. 

There are some such in St. 
Louis, one of them being John 
R. Thomas, an investment deal- 
er, who went it alone, got a 
picture entered in the Missouri 
Exhibit a few years ago, and 
then came back the following 
year and won the $25 Junior 
League award for a painting 
called “The Schoo! at Red 
Gulch.” 

On the other hand, it is gen- 
erally agreed that a few lessons 
do not take a man out of the 
Sunday painter class. In fact, 
most of them agree, it will help 
him over the rough spots and 
give him an even greater enjoy- 
ment, of painting. 

The real question nowadays is 
where to draw the line betwéen 
the Sunday painters and the 
pros, because a lot of Sunday 
painters sell a picture now and 
then, and most of them will 
readily admit that they’re per- 
fectly willing to sell as many as 
people are willing to buy. 

For this reason many of them 
look upon Albert Aloe as the 
high priest of Sunday painters, 
chiefly because Aloe, starting as 
a Sunday painter, has moved up 
not only into the realm of pro- 
fessional painting, but is actu- 
ally teaching others to paint. 

Many Sunday painters hold to 
the idea that as long as a person 
holds down another job or pro- 
fession and doesn’t depend on 
his painting for a living he is 
still a Sunday painter, in which 
case Aloe still qualifies.

N optometrist by profession, 
A Aloe, who is now 63 years 

old, didn’t really start paint- 
ing until 1947. Then, having 
raised his two children and 
with the time and money to 
spare, he went at it with a 
vengeance. He started studying 
with Frank Nuderscher, and 
since has studied with just 
about every teacher in St. 
Louis, including Tanasko Milo- 
vitch, Fred Conway, Jim Har- 
mon, Werner Drewes and others. 

Aloe spends his days at his 
shop, and his nights at his stu- 
dio. He paints four hours every 
night, working in a paint- 
smeared smock and an old red 
baseball cap. 

“I’ve studied and painted 
every day now for 10 years,” 
says Aloe, “and I think I’ve 
graduated from the Sunday 
painter class. I’ve sold paintings 
in Chicago, Milwaukee and New 
York, and now I have two 
classes' a week.” 

He invited the writer to at- 
tend one of his classes. The

room of his home at No. 1 
Robin Hill. On one wall was 
painted Goethe’s statement: “A 
work of art is like life, it means 
a different thing to everyone.” 


Aloe, who was hovering like 
a mother hen over a half dozen 
students, explained that Goethe 
expressed his ideas exactly. 
“There are-no rules in paint- 
ing,” Aloe says, and he offers 
that principle as being one of 
the reasons for the current 
craze for painting. 


In modern art you can paint 
anything you want to. Some- 
thing you see, something you 
remembered, or just something 
you feel. You cannot only paint 
anything you want to, but you 
can paint any way you want 
to. Thus freed of any restric- 
tions of technique, people can 
step right into oil painting as 
easily and directly as a child 
can step into a sandpile and 
start playing.

MONG Aloe’s students is 
Mrs. Sidney Abramson of 3 
Lake Forest, whose husband 
gave her a box of oil paints for 
Christmas a couple of years ago. 


“I had always wanted to try,” 
she explained. “At first I went 
at it like Winston Churchill; but 
I couldn’t seem to work the 
problems out. So I decided to 
take lessons. I’ve done 14 pic- 
tures, and I have a wonderful 
time.” 


Mrs. John C. Roberts of 10 
Briarcliff, another of the class, 
just got into it for something 
to do. 

“But I love it,” she said. “It’s 
frustrating, but it’s fun.” 


Perhaps no one is more typi- 
cal of the hard-working, compe- 
tent, all-around Sunday painter 
than Mrs. John Hayes Carter of 
Webster Groves who, like many 
women, had to wait until she 
had reared her family before 
she could devote herself to 
something she had been yearn- 
ing to do for years. 

Mrs. Carter started studying 
in 1946 with Vera Dvornikoff 
who lived and taught painting 
in St. Louis at the time. Mrs. 
Carter is now a member of a 
group that calls itself the 
Dvornikoff Group. 

“But we’re Wednesday paint- 
ers,” she explains. “We meet 
every Wednesday and paint to- 
gether.” 

The women, all of them 
housewives and most of them 
mothers, all studied with Dvor- 
nikoff and all are better- than 
average amateur painters. They 
meet at the home of one of the 
group just as soon as they can 
get their husbands.and kids off 
in the morning, and then they 
paint like crazy, hardly taking 
time out for lunch, until time 
to rush home and start dinner. 

What do their husbands think 
of it? 

“They love it,” the woman 
agreed. “They're real proud of 
us, especially when we win a 
prize. It makes us more in- 
teresting to them.” 

When this group started, its 
members worked on the same 


project, usually from a still life 
model. But now they each go 
their separate ways, some doing 
landscapes, some portraits, some 
still lifes. 


When Mrs. Carter, after a 
couple of years of study, was 
able to turn out original works, 
she joined the Society of Inde- 
pendent Artists, another group 
which has about 100 members. 
It’s a combination of Sunday 
painters and professionals, and 
a Sunday painter has to achieve 
certain standards to be accepted. 


“They give beginning painters 
a chance to exhibit,” Mrs. Car- 
ter explained, “with a show each 
year at Kiel Auditorium.” 


The president of this group is 
Mrs. Genevieve Brackman, who 
is also a member of the Dvorni- 
koff group. The various groups, 
one soon learns, are somewhat 
interlocking. 


The next organization Mrs. 
Carter joined was the American 
Art Alliance, a group of long 
standing in St. Louis. One of 
its best known members is Mrs, 
Blanche Skrainka, former opera 
singer and a sort of dean of 
women Sunday painters in St. 
Louis. This group fosters tradi- 
tional and representative paint- 
ing and has about 100 members, 
some amateurs and some profes- 
sionals. 


Mrs. Carter, who seems to 
have successfully combined a 
career as a club woman with 
one in painting, is also a mem- 
ber of St. Louis Women Artists, 
a group of 16 women, most of 
whom have been together for 15 
years; and of the St. Louis 
County Art Association, a’ thriv- 
ing outfit of 125 members which 
sponsored the first outdoor art 
shows in St. Louis. 


As far as Mrs. Carter herself 
is concerned, painting is some- 
thing she has wanted to do for 
years. She studied some at col- 
lege, but never got back to it 
until her two sons were grown, 
She paints about 10 hours a 
week. 


“Anything that expresses 
your personality,” she says, “‘is 
most rewarding. I think so 
many people are doing it for 
that reason, and also because 
people nowadays have more 
time. Painting is something that 
gives you pleasure and at the 
same time can give others 
pleasure.”

N the opinion of Philip 
| Gronemeyer, president of the 

St. Louis County Art Associa- 
tion, time is just one of the 
elements contributing to the 
situation. 

“There are all sorts of rea- 
sons,” he says, “and one of the 
chief ones is modern art. You 
don’t have to have a great deal 
of skill; it’s pretty much a 
matter of self expression. You 
don’t even have to have much 
technical training. You can 
show your work somewhere and 
you can decorate your house 
with your paintings. At the 
same time it’s very relaxing and 
there’s no hard physical work 
involved. Also, it’s healthful,

because it takes you out into 
the open air.” 

His group, Gronemeyer says, 
is one of the few that doesn’t 
draw any lines as to what a 
member should do or be. They 
can paint any way they want to, 
anything they want to. They 
get together once a month at 
the Kirkwood library. They 
have no teachers. If anyone can 
inveigle a child, or an elderly 
person, or anyone else to come 
along and model, the group lets 
the model choose a painting for 
a reward, 


E. Oscar Thalinger, who re- 
tired in 1952 after 37 years as 
registrar at the City Art Mu- 
seum, is a professional, but he 
finds himself caught up in the 
amateur movement. Recently he 
was drafted to take over a class 
at the People’s Art Center. 


“They are mostly women 
painters,” he explains, “who 
never had a teacher. All of a 
sudden they want to learn about 
modern art.” 


So Thalinger is _ teaching 
them about modern art. He is 
president of Artists’ Equity, 
which is strictly a professional 
organization. 

“As a matter of fact,” he 
says, “I don’t see how you can 
separate the Sunday painters 
from the professionals any 
more. The Sunday painters 
have an eye on the market, and 
once a Sunday painter has made 
a sale, it does something to 
him. He’s never quite the same 
any more.” 


Thalinger, like Gronemeyer, 
has a theory. He thinks paint- 
ing has taken the place of the 
musical instrument in the home. 
There was a time when people 
found creative expression by 


making music. They played 
the piano and the violin and 
quite often there would be a 
small ensemble in the family. 
Or what is known today as a 
combo. Then came the phono- 
graph and the radio and tele- 
vision. The music came in cans, 
so to speak, and while it was 
enjoyable, it did nothing for 
one’s creative urge. For a long 
time people sort of floundered 
around in frustration, then they 
found painting. 

“They get a lot of kick out 
of it,” Thalinger says, ‘and 
while it probably doesn’t do 
anyone else any harm, it does 
the painter a lot of good. Of 
course if some of them look at 
the stuff 20 years hence they'll 
see how bad it is, but generally 
speaking I think it’s doing 
something for American art.” 

Thalinger estimates there are 
500 to a thousand people in St. 
Louis and the county who be- 
long to various groups and are 
getting some kind of instruc- 
tion. “There are many, many 
more who are just dabbling at 
7" 
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HARLES NAGEL, director 
Cor the Art Museum, doesn’t, 

on the other hand, hold 
much to the music replacement 
theory. “They don’t seem to me 
to be interchangeable,” he says. 
He feels it’s a combination of 
more leisure and the do-it-your- 
self trend. But it’s a good thing. 


“Culturally, the more you do 
of it yourself,” he said, “the 
more you appreciate the works 
of someone who is out of the 
class of the Sunday painter.” 


Nagel’s only criticism lies in 
a tendency, among the various 
groups to paint for one another, 
and he feels that modern art 


probably has created some false 
impressions among people with 
an urge to paint. 

“They look at it and say, ‘If 
that’s accepted, why can’t I do 
it? My 6-year-old could do that 
well.” Buf the truth,” he says, 
“lies somewhere in between.” 


The museum too has its prob- 
lems. At present they are giv- 
ing time and space to a dozen 
St. Louis painting groups, who 
range in proficiency from pro- 
fessionals to rank amateurs, 
They give each group 30 days, 
At present they are being im- 
portuned by as many more 
groups for exhibition space in 
the museum, and Miss Betty 
Horton, registrar, is trying to 
work out something. As things 
stand now, there will be no time 
or space available for at least 
18 months.

A womer Sunday painters, the 


women seem to outnumber 

the men, but according to 
some observers it just seems 
that way because the women 
are prone to band together into 
organizations and groups, and 
you hear more about them, 
With the exception of men who 
are associated with some 
branch of the arts, most of the 
men Sunday painters are lone 
wolves who often, after having 
taken some lessons, paint alone 
for their own amusement. 


Typical are Dr. F. O. Schwartz, 
considered one of the outstand- 
ing Sunday painters in St. Louis, 
and Joe Renard, member of a 
law firm. Also well known as 
painters among their friends are 
Kenneth Coggeshall, an execu- 
tive at Wagner Electric, and 
John Durland, an executive at 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 

Others are James Thies, an 
investment broker, Beverly 
Chase of Laclede Gas Co., Oliver 
Steidman, an insurance broker, 
Edwin Gustavson, who is in the 
refrigeration business, Rick 
Koesterer, who is in the print- 
ing business, and Victor Kunz, 
an architect. 

Perhaps the dean of Sunday 
painters in St. Louis is Lewis 
Arnold who, with his son, S. M. 
Arnold, operates the Arnold 
Sponge Co. The senior Arnold, 
who is 83 years old, has been 
painting for 50 years. 

It all started, he said, when 
he got married. Among his 
bride’s possessions was a box 
of water colors which she had 
never used. He tried painting 


a picture, and it turned out 
pretty good. That was all he 
needed. He took an art course 


at St. Louis University, and 
later studied with Frank Nuder- 
scher. 

“I've painted every minute 
that I could spare for 50 years,” 
Arnold says. 

He doesn’t know how many 
pictures he has turned out, but 
he has never sold a picture. 

“I gave them away to my 
friends who didn’t have pic- 
tures,” he says, “on the thtory 
that if they were exposed to 
something of mine, it would 
make them want something 
better.”

Cold Weather, Hot 
Yellow Cornbread

fine winter for birds and small furbearers around Possum 

Trot Farm. It is not the cold they mind, but only rough 
weather—deep snow which stays on, high winds which 
buffet them about and 
freezing rain that coats the 
foliage with ice. As long 
as the bobwhites and song- 
birds and cottontails can 
get about freely and the 
thickets and other food 
sources remain open, they 
do very well. Just the 
other morning, as I scat- 
tered hay from the tractor 
on the frozen ground for 
the cattle, Tiger made a 
beautiful point along the 
hedge of multiflora rose 
which borders the field. 
I walked over to him and 
up rose a covey of bob- 
whites which must have 
numbered 15 birds. They 
stayed close together, 
crossed the highway and 
came down in the hedge on that side. Undoubtedly these 
were two coveys which have flocked together, and it ap- 
pears they are making it through the winter successfully. .

e spite of cold weather, this has been an exceptionally 


The cattle, like the wild creatures, seem not to mind 
even intense cold as long as the weather stays open. After . 


a week or more of below-freezing temperatures, however, 
the earth takes on the temper of iron. The animals have 
a hard time getting about over the frozen fields and move 
very little except to come to feed and water. Even for 
human beings, walking over the rough ground becomes dif- 
ficult and when you stub your toe on a clod in the barniot, 
the sensation is much the same ag that of kicking an anvil. 
Your toes are likely to ache for hours, especially if you 
must stay out in the cold.

Aside from such small inconveniences, there 
is something bracing about the crisp air as we go 
about the chores—and there are interesting things 
te see, even on the coldest days. The brilliantly 
contrasting colors of cardinal and bluejay, the 
white frost which covers the tops of the surround- 
ing hills in early morning, the bullying mocking- 

, bird chasing smaller birds from the feeding trays, 
a whole flock of white-crowned sparrows com- 
ing in to scratch for grain under the maple tree. 
There is also something fine about coming out 
of the cold’ at dinnertime into the kitchen to the 
fragrant smell of cornbread baking in the oven.

@ CORNBREAD is decidedly a winter dish—hearty and 
full of fuel to fire the boilers of the body against the cold. 
Made of yellow, water-ground meal, not too fine, it is the 
very best vehicle I know about to carry a good, brown 
meat gravy. Nor is it to be spurned when eaten with 
molasses or sorghum. It crumbles, of course, but this is 
a matter easily taken care of with a fork or a spoon. To 
get the full flavor, however, at least the first slice should 
be eaten piping hot as it comes from the baking pan, split 
in two and well-buttered. There are, in fact, s0 many good 
ways of making cornbread that I am surprised it has gone 
out of fashion. The oldest is probably corn-pone, a dish 
which originated with the Algonquin Indians and was 
passed on to our frontier forefathers. It was made with- 
out eggs or milk, needing only salt and some sort of animal 
fat, and was baked on the hearth or in hot ashes. Johnny- 
cake, which was originally “journey cake,” is generally 
mixed with milk after the meal has been scalded, then 
baked in an iron skillet in a hot oven.

Spoon bread, in which eggs are added te the 

mixture along with melted butter, is food for the 

gods and is a favorite in New England at maple- 

S4 sugaring time. Corn sticks have more 


go well with chicken gravy. 
which a cup of corn-off-the-cob is added te the 
cornmeal mixture, is mighty fine with fresh pork 
sausage. Corn dodgers are the. same as pone, 
though cooked without fat and merely buttered on 
top. Corn batter cakes are an art unte 
selves, to be made only with sour milk and 
* plenty of shortening and the right amount of bak- 
ing soda, then cooked three to the skillet—no more.

@ THERE ARE dozens of corn muffin recipes and the 


one I sometimes use on Suhday mornings is a compromise — 
«but a better under-pinning for strawberry jam I’ve nevek 


found. In this recipe I combine one cup of flour and 
' three-fourths cup of fine-ground yellow cornmeal, one- 
,,.fourth eup of sugar, three teaspoons baking powder and 
three-fourths teaspoon salt. This mixture is re-sifted not 
“Jess than three times, since a perfect blend of the ingre- 
dients is essential. While one tablespoon each of butter 
and bacon fat are being melted, a single egg is thorough- 
ly beaten into a cup of milk. This batter is stirred into 
the meal and flour, then the shortening is added after it 
has cooled slightly. The mixture is then poured into well- 
. greased muffin tins and baked in an oven pre-heated to 
425 degrees until the tops are a pale brown. Don’t be afraid 
* to try this one. 

Although the country diet in the old days included 
. More carbohydrates than most of us could burn in these 
effete times, it was not lacking in food elements which 
" we moderns consider necessary. Green vegetables in win- 
' ter might be limited. to turnips, carrots, cabbage and pars- 

nips (the only one I could never abide), but there were 
_ other sources of minerals, vitamins, amino acids and all 
the rest. Some of these were provided by ample quanti- 
ties of skim-milk, while the cream came to the table in 
the form of butter and of cream such as is only dreamed 
. about in the city nowadays. 

Choice beef was a rarity, yet it didn’t require choice 
beef to make a wonderful vegetable soup in which were 
potatoes, tomatoes, carrots, turnips and onions. Fried ap-

FBI was investigating each em- 
ploye in government and each 
job applicant; that the FBI was 
tapping employes’ telephones 
and that surveillance was kept 
on thousands of employes. 
Actually, the FBI had nothing 
to do with the great majority of 
the investigations of employes 


and applicants except to run a 
name check against the bureau’s 
files to determine whether the 
files reflected any background 
information indicating dis- 
loyalty.

HE FBI’s responsibility end- 
T ed. with the name check un- 

less somewhere along the 
line of checks the FBI or an- 
other agency received informa- 
tion or found something which 
raised a question of disloyalty. 
In all such cases, the FBI's duty 
was one of gathering as com- 
pletely and accurately as possi- 
ble facts to be presented to the 
various agencies where the pow- 
er of decision rested. The FBI 
report never carried a recom- 
mendation for or against an em- 
ploye or applicant. It is not the 
FBI's job to be investigator, 
judge and jury. 

Frequently a phrase was 
heard that someone had been 
“cleared by the FBI.” This, of 
course, was not true, because 
the FBI had not been given that 
authority, nor did it seek it. 
Nor did the FBI “make charges” 
against anyone.

Been Responsible for Bringin g 
240 Children to United States 


From Korea—Adopted 8 of Them

CRESWELL, Ore., Feb. 2. 


IGHT SMALL CHILDREN tonight will bow their heads in 
the nursery of a big Oregon farm home while a kindly, gray- 
haired woman recites a prayer she wrote especially for them. 
“And, dear God, remember my parents by birth, my G.I. 
father and my Korean mother. Teach them that the Lord Jesus 
Christ died for their sins, and that believing in Him they may 
inherit eternal life. And save me, too, so I can meet them in 


Heaven.” 


After each child has been 
tucked in bed and kissed good- 
night, Mrs. Harry Holt will 
snap off the lights and go back 
down the stairs to her office. 
There she will continue work 
on the Holt family’s mission to 
rescue unwanted children from 
Korea, a mission conceived at a 
church meeting in the nearby 
town of Eugene, made possible 
by a presidential signature and 
certainly, says Mrs. Holt, 
“started by the Lord.” 

The bedtime ritual reflects 
the basic way of life which has 
not changed at the prosperous 
353-acre farm at Creswell since 
Mrs. Holt first recited her G.I. 
prayer to the children on Oc- 
tober 14, 1955. That was the 
day the Clipper Trade Winds 
landed at Portland’s Interna- 
tional Airport from Korea with 
Harry Holt and a dozen babies, 
eight for his own family and 
four for other parents. 


The story of Harry and Ber- 
tha Holt and their determina- 
tion to bring mistreated, mixed- 
blood children from Korea to 
America began in December, 
1954, when they drove the 
dozen miles from their farm to 
a lecture and movie in Eugene. 


The lecturer was Dr. Bob 
Pierce, president of World. Vis- 
ion Inc., an interdenominational 
Christian organization which 
supports orphans and widows 
in Korea and Formosa from 
funds contributed in this coun- 
try. The movie was about Ko- 
rean orphans and the tragedy 
of unwanted children left be- 
hind by American servicemen, 
The film haunted the Holts, 
haunted them so much it was 
to change everything about 
their lives except the principles 
by which they live. 

= + oe 

T home following the lec- 
A ture and film, Harry and 

Bertha discussed the eve- 
ning with their six children. 
The children were as eager as 
their parents to do something 
about-the war orphans. They 
decided it would be fine to 
double the size of their family, 
to adopt eight Korean orphans. 

That decision led to Problem 
No. 1. The refugee relief act 
limited to two the number of 
children they could adopt and 
bring to America. A _ special 
act of Congress was the only 
answer and Holt dashed off a 
letter to Oregon's Senator Rich- 
ard Neuberger. Before waiting 
for Congress to act, Holt left 
for Korea on Memorial Day, 
1955. Immediately he set out 
to find his eight orphans. 

Shocked and grieved by what 
he termed “the pitiful condi- 
tions of the G.I. children in 
Korea,” Holt wrote to his fam- 
ily, “The Koreans have never 
had a race problem and they 
are determined not to have one. 
The mothers hide their chil- 
dren as long as they can, but 
when they are 2 or 3 years old 
and get out to play with the 
other children, the trouble be- 
gins. The Korean children mob 
the mixed-blood children, and 
in-some cases even murder 
them. Their bodies are washed 
up on the beaches or found 
in ditches. . .” 

While Holt traveled by jeep 
from orphanage to orphanage in 
war-devastated Korea, Senator 
Neuberger and his colleagues 
from Oregon, Senator Wayne 
Morse and Representative Edith 
Green, went to work in Wash- 
ingtom On July 29, 1955, the 
Senate passed a bill to allow 
Mr. and Mrs. Holt to bring to 
the United States six Korean 
war orphans, in addition to the 
two Korean orphans permitted 
under the~Refugee Relief Act. 
President Eisenhower signed the 
bill in August 1955. 

Following the assist from 
Congress and the President, the 
Creswell farm hummed with the 
sounds of harvesting equipment 
and sewing machines. 

“Oh, we were busy, all right,” 
said Mrs. Holt. “We did the 
harvesting. We varnished and 
painted old cribs. We made 
clothes and purchased bottles 
and diapers, Lots of our friends 
gave us things, too. We are 
very thankful for all that people 
have done for us.” .

Y A-Day, as the Holt chil- 

dren called Arrival Day, the 

nursery in the farm home 
was filled with two rows of four 
cribs each. Across one wall of 
the room were three shelves, all 
stacked with toddlers’ clothes, 
all pretty, all strange and mostly 
all too large for the under- 
nourished brood about to arrive. 

Two tables were shoved to- 
gether in the dining room, and 
places, complete with place 
cards, were set for 16. After 
leaving final word with a neigh- 
bor woman who was to cook 
the welcome home dinner, the 
Holts piled into their car and 
a borrowed station wagon for 
the 125-mile drive to Portland 
to greet Holt and the newest 
members of their family. 

In Korea, Holt was kept 
grounded by minor—but frus- 
trating—delays. Some of the 
tots had not sufficiently recov- 
ered from dysentery to make 
the trans-Pacific flight; visas 
were slowed up at American 
headquarters in Honolulu, 
bounced back to Washington 
and were not finally straight- 
tened out until Senator Neu-

While Holt’s wife and chil- 
dren were driving to Portland, 
the airline announced the me- 
chanical trouble would delay 
the flight six hours. Bertha 
Holt, accustomed to delays, was 
philosophical. 

“We've been ready for so 
long, it was just good to get 
away from home,” she said. “A 
few hours more won't make any 
difference.”

Exhausted after the 48-hour 
flight, Holt loaded the children 
in the station wagon and head- 
ed for Creswell. There the 
mustached, 5l-year-old farmer 
told his story: 

“At first we started spon- 
soring these children at $10 a 
month through the World 
Vision orphanage plan. We de- 
cided that was not enough. We 
have lots of room .here and 
lots of food on our farm and 
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lots of help. We decided to 
bring some here to share it all 
with us. 


“The needs of the children 
in Korea are beyond an Amer- 
ican’s understanding, I've 
picked up babies in my arms 
in orphanages over there that 
were mere skeletons. The peo- 
ple over there asked me not to 
tell Americans how bad it 
really is, because Americans 
probably wouldn’t understand. 
I’m only a farmer. I haven't 
the polished words or vocab- 
ulary, but I hope when word 
gets around, people will sup- 
port these children who s0 
much need our help.” 


Picking up the tiny arm of 
his new daughter, Betty, now 
age 2, Holt smiled and said: 
“It has been more fun than 
you can imagine putting meat 
on one of these little kids. You 
know, there was another little 
girl over in that orphanage. I 
sure would have liked to have 
brought her back home. But I 
had used up my quota. ,, .”

HE word did get around. It 
T got around so fast that the 

Holt’s first dinner together 
in months was interrupted by a 
jangling telephone. It was a 
woman in Albuqterque who 
wanted information about how 
to adopt a child. 


“Just send me your name 
and address and I will tell you 
all about it,” Mrs. Holt told the 
caller. She was too excited at 
the homecoming to get the 
woman's name. 

Throughout the months since 
October, 1955, the telephone 
has- kept ringing, the letters 
have kept coming. 

The game room in the Holt 
basement was converted into 
an office where Mrs. Holt and 
three other women answered on 
the average, 300 pieces of mail 
which arrived each day. Appli- 
cations for adoption came from 
every state except Maine. 

The immigration deadline for 
completion of the orphans’ visas 
expired last Dec. 31, but Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ordered an ex- 
tension in the Holt case until

Jan. 31. Senator Neuberger 
plans to introduce a bill in 
Congress to set up a five-year 
program for admission of the 
Korean orphans. 

To co-ordinate the mass 
adoption program in Korea, 
Holt built and furnished an 
orphanage in Seoul, which is run 
by five people, including his 
daughter, Molly. Office work- 
ers there work out adoption de- 
tails with the Korean govern- 
ment while medical. personnel 
‘care for the children, all of 
whom are awaiting transporta- 
tion to American homes. 

Holt celebrated two fifty-first 
birthdays last April when he 
crossed the International Date 
Line homeward bound with his 
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third load of children. A few 
weeks later, he suffered a heart 
attack. Despite his illness, Holt 
last month completed his fourth 
round trip, bringing 91 orphans 
to American families, Earlier 
this month, he and his son 


, Stewart joined Holt’s two daugh- 


ters in Korea to expedite the 
approval of visas for another 
shipment of the children before 
last Thursday's deadline. 


Since the start of their pro- 
gram, the Holts have brought 
240 children to the United 
States, and, although the adopt- 
ing parents are expected to pay 
transportation costs for their 
newly adopted children, the 
Holts have spent more than 
$50,000 of their own funds. 
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XTRA funds are coming in 
F siowiy from proceeds from a 

book Mrs. Holt wrote and 
had printed herself about the 
orphans, their plight in Korea, 
their adjustment in American 
homes. 


The 244-page book with 46 
illustrations is sold for $3.50 
principally from her home but 
also in a few book stores. It 
is called “The Seed From the 
East,” a title taken from a verse 
in Isaiah, a verse which adorned 
the birth announcement the 
Holts sent out in 1955 on the 
arrival of their eight new chil- 
dren: 


“Fear not: for I am with 
thee: I will bring Thy seed 
from the East, and gather thee 
from the West; I will say to 
the north, Give up; and to the 
south, Keep not back; bring 
my sons from far, and my 
daughters from the end of the 
earth ... for I have created 
Him for my glory.” 

The Holts’ Seeds from the 
East are Christine, now 4%;

Now 
Paul, Nat, Bob and Joe all 
love to ride with Linda on 
Silver across the fields behind 
the home. Even the dog, Jumbo, 
scared them, for Korean dogs 
were wild and ferocious. Now, 
all but Nat love to romp with 
him on the playground filled 
with swings, slides and sand- 
boxes. 

“The youngsters all are fat 
and sassy and well adjusted to 
their new life,” said Mrs. Holt, 
her eyes twinkling as she 
watched the youngsters playing 
in the yard, the girls riding tri- 
cycles and wagons and Nat and 
Joe crawling in and out of huge 
cardboard boxes. 

“They love to play in boxes,” 
she laughed. | 

In the little town of Creswell 
(population 662), there are no 
pre-school classes and the chil- 
dren are taught at home. 

Korean is now a strange lan- 
guage to all but Joe, who acts 
as official interpreter when the 
Holts put up an orphan child 
while he is awaiting transpor- 
tation to a new home. The 
older Holts are teaching the 
youngsters to recite the Twenty- 
third Psalm as part of their 
daily religious training. 

Like most children, they love

The Holts seldom take their 
new brood out en masse.

In earlier days while they 
were being fattened up, the 
children were visited at home 
by a pediatrician. Now they 
visit the doctor’s office in 
groups of two or three for their 
checkups. The most  frantie 
medical appointment came last 
spring when they all had their 
polio shots and the tots were 
loaded into the car, which was 
parked before the clinic. 

“We took them in one ata 
time,” laughed Mrs. Holt. “Each 
one went in crying and came 
out crying. It created quite a 
scene.” $ 

Visits to Grandmother Holt’s 
farm nearby are great moments 
in their lives. Grandma came to 
visit them the day after they 
arrived and on that day headed 
straight for the nursery. 3 

“Aren't they in here?” she 
asked, looking through the nur- 
sery door at the eight little 
cribs lined up in a double row. 

Then a squeal. Grandma Holt 
turned around at the sounds of 
pattering feet seeming to come 
from everywhere and exclaimed, 
“Oh, they’re all over the house!

ordinary playwrighting in Graham Greene’s “The Potting Shed,” 
which was acted at the Bijou this week.

It is 
true of programming by aill 
three networks. 

These are the favorite hours 
for the big specials—“See It 
Now” and exceptional news and 
current events programs on 
CBS-TV; opera and such ex- 
traordinary programs as last 
season’s three-hour filmed 
“Richard III” on NBC-TV. The 
regular programs for the most 
part are good, too. 


. * 

THERE IS no existing accur- 
ate means of reporting the sizes 
of American television audi- 
ences. The best we have are the 
audience rating estimates. 
These and other surveys show, 
however, that Sunday after- 
noons are indeed popular view- 
ing hours. These programs are 
watched. 

Numerous viewers say they 
enjoy the reflective and 
thought - provoking programs 
available on Sunday afternoons. 
Viewing on these aftérnoons is 
a tradition, as attending church 
is for many and reading the 
Sunday paper is for nearly 
everybody.

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VIGNETTES OF HISTORY 


Kansas City hed its start in two roaring frontier settlements—a fur trading post on the 
Missourl River, and the town of Westport, four miles to the south. The trading post was 


established in 1821 by Francois Chouteau, while Westport was platted later te catch the 
overflow of business from Independence. Chouteau's post, called “Westport Landing,” 
grew into @ prosperous community. In 1838, the Kansas Town Company purchased the 


land and named it Kansas. A disagreement between the Investors restricted its develop- 
ment until 1846, when more lots were sold. The Sante Fe trade brought much business te 
the village until a cholera epidemic ended the boom temporarily. The village was In- 
corporated as “The City ef Kansas” on February 22, 1853. (These 
vignettes de not necessarily refer fo Tangle Towns purzies.)

A bitter dispute in Webster | 
Groves School District over 
junior high school facilities for | 
the north part of the area will | 
be at issue Tuesday in a special | 
election on a $3,175,000 school 
bond proposal. | 

Voters will decide whether to 
support a four-to-two majority , 
ef the school board in its deci- 
sion to build one new junior 
high school rather than two, as 
favored by the board minority 
and also a substantial number 
of residents. About 100 Negro | 
junior high pupils live in the 
area to be served. 

Of the total bonds, $2,426,160 
would be allocated for the 


1000-pupil junior high, which || 


the board proposes to build on 
a 24-acre site at Gore avenue 
and Rock Hill road. This site is | 
now owned and occupied by the 
Edgewood Children’s Center, a 
United Fund agency housing 20 
emotionally disturbed children. | 
Remainder of the bond funds 
would go for an elementary 
school in Warson Woods and a 
variety of other school improve- 
ments. There is no dispute over 
any of these proposals. 
Defeated by Eight Votes. 


The row between the one- | 
and two-school adherents start- 
ed nearly a year ago and re-| 
sulted in defeat last April 3 by | 
only eight votes of a $2,850,000 | 
bond proposal also calling for 
one school. The vote was 3250 
for the bonds and 1772 against, 
but a two-thirds majority was 
required for approval. 

It was the first time a school 
bond proposal, or any other 
school tax measure, had been 
defeated in the Webster Groves 
district in many years. Usually 
they have been approved by 
majorities of up to 10 to 1. 

A basic consideration last 

year—and now—despite denials 
from many quarters, has been 
the problem of racial integra- 
tion, involving the district's 
Negro community in the north- 
central part of the district. 
‘ The school board has striven 
mightily to come up with a so- 
lution that would please every- 
body—or at least almost every- 
body—but in the process creat- 
ed a new issue by proposing 
that the Edgewood Children’s 
Center site should be seized by 
condemnation. 

Under last year’s bond pro- 
posal the north junior hich 
school would have been built 
on an l18-acre tract already 
owned by the board four blocks 
north of Edgewood, at Rock 
Hill and’ Brownbert lane. 

To mollify residents of north- 
east Webster Groves, who bit- 
terly opposed the 1956 bond 
pro because their children 
would have had to walk 
the N area to get to school 
at the bert site, the board 
decided on the Edgewood prop- 
erty as “more readily accessible 
to a majority of the students.” 

Center Refuses to Sell.

AIR GRASHES UNKED 


Definite Evidence in Sever- 
al Military Accidents; In- 
tense Study Urged. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
'The Armed Forces Institute of 
Pathology said today that in 
,several otherwise unexplained 
airplane accidents it has found 
definite evidence of coronary 
artery disease on the part of 
the pilots. 

An Institute paper said that 
“an acute coronary thrombosis | 
in the pilot, discovered at an | 
autopsy, cleared up an other- 
wise mystifying accident.” 

It added that studies of the 
rule of pre-existing disease, in 
connection with air crashes, 
brought to light these additional 
ailments which apparently pro- 
duced “sudden incapacitation or 
death” in pilots: Brain tumors, 
sickle, cell anemia, laryngocele 
and abdominal adhesions. 
| The paper was prepared by 
Air Force Col. Frank M. Town- 
‘send, deputy director of the 
| pathology institute at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and two staff mem- 
'bers, Capt. V. A. Stembridge 
and Dr. F. K. Mostofi. 

Townsend said that the Air 
Force last August set forth, in 
a revised regulation, the de- 
tailed procedure to be followed 
in performance of post-mortem 
examinations of aircraft fatali- 
ties, and emphasized the need 
for autopsies on victims of fatal 
airplane accidents. 

“There has been a lack of in- 
terest, both military and civil- 
ian, in post-mortem examina- 
tions of bodies recovered from 
aircraft accidents,” Townsend 
said. “Some progress has been 
made, but much more crusading 
is needed.” 

Townsend said that 14 per 
cent of military air accidents 
are still unexplained, and 40 
per cent of these involved fatali-

Blair was born in Maysville, Missouri, but nt most of his boy- 
hood in Jefferson City. He went to dancing school with one Governor's 
children. He played sandlot football with the sons of Capitol janitors 
and of officeholders for whom the janitors swept. His father had a long 
career in public life, first as a State Representative, then as an assistant 
Missouri Attorney General and finally as a State Supreme Court judge. 
After Blair's college days, which included more football, he started 
practicing law in Jefferson City and wasted no time in striding forth on 
the Democratic political paths that he hoped would lead to the office he 
now occupies. Success came quickly. In 1925, when he was only 23 
years old, he was elected City Attorney of Jefferson City. When he 
was not yet 29, he was chosen majority floor leader in the Missouri 
House of Representatives — the youngest man ever to hold the office. 
Between then and his election as Governor last fall, he held a succes- 
sion of and public posts. Before stepping into the governorship, 
he was Lieutenant Governor for eight years. 
Plain - spoken and often given to salty language (although the salt 
content is effortlessly filtered out when the occasion dictates), Blair 
has made some enemies. In the main, however, he has built up a 
reservoir of good will that would be the envy of a gladhander. 
He has also acquired a deep knowledge of Missouri government— 
a vast complex of activities that intimately affects the life of every one 
of the state’s 4,200,000 residents. Governor Blair has some definite 
ideas as to how that government and its services can be improved. He 
explained his views before, during and after his hard-fought cam- 
paign. Whether his ideas— which range from budgetary procedures 
to mental health programs —dare translated into achievements only 
the next four years will tell.

Offense vs. defense: Who's winning 


~*~ MISSILES?

Ou the caver you e00 Gee Sidewinder beside 
the pilot of an F9F Cougar jet fighter, and two 
of the missiles slung under a fighter’s wings. 
The Sidewinder has been in operation on car- 
riers since the Suez crisis last fall; today it is 
standard equipment. Any Navy fighter could 


- pack it, for the Sidewinder is easily adaptable 


and easily and cheaply built — about as com- 
plicated as your radio. 

But its simplicity belies its deadliness. The 
Sidewinder is a missile with a revolutionary 
principle: it is warm-blooded. Built to detect 


heat and track it to its source, the air-to-air 


missile will snuggie rigat up to the jet furnaces 
that power invading bombets. With a range 
of thousands of yards, it can be fired from far 
beyond the range of a bomber’s counter-fire. 

So accurate is the Sidewinder that its infra- 
red guidance mechanism can sniff out and 
“home” on a smoldering cigarette 100 yards 
away. And it can be fired automatically. The 
fighter pilot armed with Sidewinders need only 
keep the blip of the enemy bomber within the 
phosphorescent circle of his radar screen. The 
radar computer calculates the bomber’s path 
electronically. Whea the proper moment comes 


the missile takes off on its deadly flight to inter- 
cept the invader. 

The Sidewinder is the inspiration of Dr. 
William B. McLean, a civilian scientist who is 
technical director of the Naval Ordnance Test

scientists for the defensive “team,” realizes that 
the Sidewinder does not mean a final victory 
for defense. 

Even as Dr. McLean was supervising devel- 
opment of the Navy's newest operational mis- 
sile, others were being built in prototype or on 
drawing boards. parape, checking the U.S.

the proper moment to fire and the Falcons, 
with their electronic brains, had been theoreti- 
cally dispatched to intercept. 

But, said the bomber crew, we threw off the 
Falcon. Our plane was equipped with elec- 
tronic jamming cquipment, which fogs radar 
knocks the missile off course until its fuel burns 
out.

Before the end of next year, the Air Force 


Atlas I. Designed to carry an H-bomb as its 
warhead, the Atlas will be able to streak half- 
way around the world in 30 minutes. It will be 
powered by multi-stage rockets and take its 
course from the stars—and it cannot be 
stopped by any weapon currently in existence. 


_ Stopping the Unstoppable 

Already, the Army has fired an intermediate 
missile, the Jupiter C, a distance of 3,300 miles 
at 19 times the speed of sound. The Air Force 
may match this record soon with its similarly 
powered Thor; it also will test the Navaho, an 
intercontinental ramjet. And the Navy, mean- 
while, is experimenting with solid-propellant 
missiles that can be fired underwater from 
submarines. 

The defense, however, is hard at work on 
weapons to stop the unstoppable. Its main 
hope is the Nike II, which will be aimed and 
fired by a complex electronic brain. When this 
of an ICBM like the Atlas, it will spray pellets, 
shotgun style, into the attacker's path. The 
theory is that the ICBM will be so hot from 
friction that a single pellet might cause it to 
burst prematurely. 

Today, most military men and scientists give

A Pennsylvania family shows how you can do it. The secret is a new kind of

STEELTON, PA. 
ee MAKE PRETTY good pay — over $100 a week. 
| But we never seem able to buy all the things 

we need.” 

The speaker was John Nettling, 37, a steelworker 
here. The time was one year ago. 

Like millions of other Americans, Nettling faced 
a galling dilemma: in a year of booming good times, 
he couldn’t save (only $75 in 1955) or buy all the 
things his family badly needed. 

“We dress like hoboes,” said Nettling. “I've got 
just one good suit — and that’s 10 years old. My wife 
has been wearing the same cloth coat for eight years.” 

Ruth Nettling was just as troubled. “Right now we 
have only $5 in our savings account and about $100 
in savings bonds. And this house — it’s 60 years old. 
It needs so many repairs and new furniture that some- 
times I’m ashamed to have people in.” 

One year later, thanks to an exciting new concept 
of budgeting, the Nettlings have over $300 in savings, 
owe no man a cent and are beginning to buy the things 
they wanted. Items: 

@ John’s first new suit in 10 years. 

e Ruth's first new dress in three years, plus two 
new pairs of shoes, her first in two years. 

e A six-foot, $85 cupboard for the kitchen. 

© New wallpaper for the kitchen and bedroom. 

e A complete set of new tires for the car. 

They managed all this even though John was out of 
work for a month last summer (due to the steel strike) 
and Ruth ran up substantial medical bills with two 
serious illnesses. 

What rescued the Nettlings? The answer is a new 
kind of budget, developed for PARADE by Sidney 
Margolius, nationally known buying counselor. For 
years, points out Margolius, Americans have wrestled 
with budgets, joked about budgets, gone off and on 
budgets. The fault, he says, has been two-fold: 


“Most budgets are based on what some outside ex- 
perts think the family should spend — a flat 20 per 
cent for this, 10 per cent for that — and not on what 
the family itself wants to spend. 

“Secondly, most budgets try to stop your spending. 
A good budget helps you spend — but to buy the 
things you really want.” 

Sums up Margolius: “A good budget should let you 
buy a better standard of living at the same cost.” 

His budget works for families at any income level, 
says Margolius. It involves just four steps: 

1) Jot down — item by item— how you spent 
your money during the past month. Then decide 
whether you really want to spend that much on those 
items and whether savings could be made with sounder 
planning. 

2) Draw up another list of your most important 
goals: savings for retirement, a better house, better 
vacations, Whatever you both want most. 

3) Make up a monthly budget for the next year that 
cuts down on items where savings can be made, boosts 
spending for things you really want. 

4) Keep a day-by-day record of every penny you 
spend. At the end of each month, compare what 
you've actually spent on each item with what was 
budgeted. 

Shake-down Time 

“This constant comparing — your actual spending 
with your budget — is very important,” says Mar- 
golius. “That way you get a warning signal when you 
go over or under the budget. 

“And remember: anything in the budget can be 
changed. If you find, for instance, that the allotment 
for clothes is too low, push it up. After six months to 
a year of this ‘shaking down,’ your budget will be 
more or less established.” 

Impressed by this challenging concept, PARADE de- 


cided to test it under fire. A typical U.S. family (four 
people with an annual income of around $5,000) was 
asked to work out a budget with Margolius, then 
“shake it down” for a year. Objective: to learn whether 
family members could keep tabs on their spending 
that long and — most important — whether it would 
do them any good. 

Picked were John and Ruth Nettling. A skilled ma- 
chinist at the Bethlehem Steel Company plant here, 
John stands 5’9”, packs 160 Ibs. of lean and sinewy 
muscle (from his job and frequent hunting and fish- 
ing trips). Normally easy-going, he can be forceful 
when need be, is a shop steward for the union. 


The First Step 


Ruth, 35, has the fresh complexion, slim figure 
and soft-spoken shyness of a high-school senior. 
(She’s sometimes taken to be her sons’ older sister.) 
Both from the Steelton area, the Nettlings have been 
married 15 years and have two boys, Tom, 14, and 
Danny, 4. 

They live in a two-story, six-room semi-attached 
frame house in this industrial town, a 15-minute drive 
out of Harrisburg. 

To set up the Nettlings’ budget, Margolius first 
spent hours poring over old bills with them, tracking 
down how they had been spending their money. The 
next night he sat up till almost midnight with Ruth 
and John, talking about their goals. 

Both agreed they should save more money for the 
boys’ educations and emergencies, spend more on 
clothes for them both. 

But, like most couples, they differed on spending 
for other things. Ruth felt John put too much money 
into his hunting and fishing trips. He felt she was too 
much concerned about fixing up the house. 

In her soft but precise way of speaking, Ruth pre- 
sented her side: “A well-kept home is very important

and save, too! 


budget, tested by PARADE a full year 


to me. As a child, I never had much of a place to live 
in. John came from a nice house so I guess maybe 
that’s why having a well-kept house isn't so important 
to him.” 

This difference in goals —— “we're spending too 
much on, what you want and not enough on what / 
want” —-happens in nearly every family, Margolius 
told them. “But,” he added, “by planning, you can buy 
the things you both want and: stop dribbling away 
money on things neither of you wants.” 

By the next afternoon, Margolius had set up a pre- 
liminary monthly budget. “Budgeting by the month,” 
he told them, “is much better than by the week. The 
monthly budget gives you more control over spending. 
That’s very important; you should have the money on 
hand to stock up on things you will need in the near 
future. If there’s a sale on soap, for instance, antici- 
pate your needs for the next several months. And buy 
the large, economy sizes; too many families are re- 
luctant to lay out, say, $5 for a large-sized package, 
and end up paying twice as much by having to buy a 
series of smaller sizes.” 

For the next few weeks, Ruth conscientiously 
marked down in a book — each and every night — 
exactly what had been spent during the day. After the 
first month, she and John added up what they had 
spent on each item, compared it with their budget. 

They had done well. Spending for food actually 
was under the budget, and they were running pretty 
close to the mark on almost everything else. Only in 
clothes, by spending $38 for John’s suit, had they 
gone far off. Since they felt $17.50 a month was what 
they wanted to spend for clothing, they didn’t cut the 
allotment. However, they did take notice of the warn- 
ing signal and decided to spend less on clothing for the 
next few months. 

“That was one of the things I liked about the budget 
right from the start,” said John later. “In other budgets

that we'd been on, you could spend X dollars a month 
on clothes — and not a dime more. On this budget we 
could spend what we had to, knowing we would cut 
down the next month.” 

During the succeeding months, Margolius kept in 
close touch. The children got to like him so well they 
dubbed him “Uncle Sid.” Teen-ager Tom once asked 
him: “Uncle Sid, don’t you think a chaperone should 
Stay upstairs when kids have house parties?” Uncle 
Sid, his own son only 7, hemmed and hawed, finally 
passed the buck to Ruth (who emphatically said 
“No”). | 

But Tom also became intrigued with budgeting. 
After some discussion with his mother, he asked 
Margolius: “Is it better to bring a package lunch from 
home or eat at the school cafeteria?” The cafeteria, 
Margolius answered, is better all around. 

At year’s end, Margolius came down from New 
York, spent almost two whole days going over the 
Nettlings’ “spending diary” for the year. (Jotting down 
each day’s spending had taken only a few minutes, 
reported Ruth, yet she’d done her job so well that only 
$9 was unaccounted for in the $5,000 spent during 
the year.) 


- Tips on Buying Food 

Here’s how the Nettlings’ actual spending compared 
with their budget for the major items. (The chart 
above gives the comparison in more detail.) 

Food: They had been spending $108 a month, buy- 
ing in a haphazard way. In the budget, Margolius 
sliced that to $89, gave them tips on how to do it: 

1) By checking the food-store advertisements in 
Thursday’s and Friday’s newspapers. These ads feature 
the week's bargains. 

2) By planning menus three or four days ahead, 
so as to buy in larger amounts. 

3) By careful comparison shopping.

What happened astonished even Mar- 
golius. The Nettlings (aided by some veni- 
son brought home from John’s hunting 
trips) actually averaged $2 less than the 
budget — $87 a month. “Yet,” said John, 
“I know we ate as well as last year — even 
better. Ruth, for example, came up with 
some tasty new dishes because she was buy- 
ing in larger quantities.” 


Buying food in stores that offer specials, ; 


the Nettlings found, pays off. They had been 
buying their chickens from a vendor for 
$2.50, got the same size in stores for $1.15. 

Housing: To work toward the better 
house that Ruth wanted, Margolius jacked 
up their spending for the house from $109 
to $119. This included fuel, utilities, mort- 
gage payments, repairs, insurance and new 
furnishings. During the year, John paid for 
the new cupboard and the wallpapering in 
the kitchen and bedroom. Partly because 
there was a rise in property taxes, they 
skidded over the budget — averaging $124 
— but the house, both agreed, was a lot 

Medical: This almost threw the budget 
for a logp. An anemia condition, followed 
by a bout with pleurisy, kept Ruth under 
doctor’s care for nearly four months. They 
had allowed about $7 a month, actually 
shelled out over $20. Recommends Mar- 
golius (for the Nettlings and other U.S. 
families): from now on put aside at least 
6 per cent of your income — before taxes 


_ << for medical insurance and bills. 


Trip to the West 


Recreation: Here the Nettlings got their 
only break of the year. As a union officer, 
John was given an all-expense-paid trip to 
Los Angeles — with Ruth — to attend the 
steelworkers’ annual convention. With the 
children left with relatives, “we felt just like 
kids again,” gushed Ruth. 


This free trip during John’s vacation 


time helped cut the Nettlings’ recreation 
spending to $14 a month — well below the 
$19 budgeted — yet still gave John as much 


hunting and fishing as his job and the state 


‘made in 1955— and yet he managed to 


save $14 a month more than in ‘55. 

For 1957, the Nettlings figure on hewing 
pretty closely to their “shaken-down” 
budget. But on a few items, they'll set new 


e $2 a month more for food. $87 is too 
low for a family of four, said Margolius. 

® $2 a month more for recreation (since 
they'll have to spend more cash on their va- 
cation this year and John needs new hunt- 
ing and fishing gear). 

e Several dollars more for house fur- 
linoleum. 

© More money for church and charity. 
(Because of the strike, the Nettlings had 
not given as much to their church as they 
would have liked.) 

© More money for savings. “With the 
pay raise I got last year and no chance for 
a strike in 1957, rll make the most moncy 
I've ever made,” said John. “I want to put 
a good hunk of that aside — for the kids’ 
educations, for emergencies and for some 
things we'll want to buy in the future, par- 
ticularly a new car.” 


Where Did lt Go? 


Would they stick to the budget without 
Margolius around? The Nettlings have no 
doubts. Explains John: 

“I used to come home and say to the 
missus: “I need five dollars for new spark 
plugs for the car.’ She’d say: “You know 
we don’t have enough to tide us over till 
next payday. you’re spending too 
much money on that car.’ Then I'd say: 
“We must have money around the house. I 

“Now all we have to do is take a look at 
the book. It shows exactly what we spent, 
where we spent it and how much is left. 
Also we know exactly how much we spent 
on the car — during the last month or even 
the last year — because it’s all down in the 
book in black and white.” 

Refiectively, John added: “You know, 
Uncle Sid, this little budget has done more 
than put us on our feet financially. Sure, 
stead of paying off debts for things we 
didn’t want. But it has done something else 
just as important: It has made money- 
managing something that draws Ruth and 
me closer together — not pulls us apart.”

HOLLYWOOD. 
Elvis Presley has made it with his first mo- 
tion picture. A minor Western, Love Me 
Tender, it is a tremendous financial success. 
It cost $800,000 to produce, including 
Presley's $100,000 salary — and it will gross 
an estimated $3,000,000. 

Buddy Adler, production chief at 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox, whose idea it was to star Presley 
in the film, says, “It sounds incredible, but 
Love Me Tender did more business in its first 
week west of the Mississippi than did The 
Robe, one of our biggest money-makers to 
date.@After the first week, it slackened off 
considerably. Even so, it will show a very 
handsome profit.” 

As a result, Elvis currently ranks as the 
single most sought-after actor in Hollywood. 

“You can put him in any potboiler,” one 
studio executive claims, “and he'll attract 
enough of those souped-up teenagers to make 
it profitable.” 

“He is what we call a ‘freak’ attraction,” 
another producer asserts. “People will go to 
a theater just to find out whether he’s ani- 
mal, mineral or vegetable.” 

“There were two general reactions to Elvis’ 
movie debut,” declares veteran publicist Jim 
Denton. “The girls who liked him cried when 
he died in the last reel. The men who hated 
him cried because he wasn't killed off in the 
first reel.” 

Hal Wallis is generally regarded as the most

He won’t ever hold a chair at 
Harvard,” Kanter admitted, “but it’s very 
possible that he could develop in much the 
same way that Frahk Sinatra‘and Bing Crosby 
did. They started out in films as singers. 
After a while they become genuine actors. | 
think eventually Elvis will be accepted by 
the public whether he sings or not.” 

Elvis’ Own Reactions 

How does Elvis feel about his new-found 
acting success? “I reckon,” he says, “I’ve been 
bit by that li’l ole actin’ bug. I like it out here 
real fine. Folks are right kind to me. Take 
Mr. Wallis. He didn’t rightly have to let me 
make my first movie at Fox. But he didn't 
have a property ready for me; so when Fox 
said they'd like to hire me for Love Me 
Tender, Mr. Wallis said go right ahead. 

“I can tell you I was scared when I first 
reported for movie work. Never thought I'd 
turn out to be a movie actor. Never did 
nothin’ but jump around an’ sing, ’cause that’s 
the way I feel most of the time. But the folks 
at Fox were just as nice as they could be. 

“Dick Egan and Debra Paget an’ all the 
rest of "em just sorta adopted me. Gave me 
li'l ole hints on how to act, what to do, what 
not to do. They made me look good. They 
didn’t have to do that. Coulda stolen every 
scene from me, made me look bad. But no 
sir, they all helped. 

“An’ when the picture was released,” Elvis 
continues, “the manager of the movie house 
in Memphis, he called me the night before. 
‘Elvis,’ he said, “we're gonna show Love Me 
Tender startin’ tomorrow, boy. You come 


down here tonight with your mama and papa, 
an’ ll run it offfor you.’ Wasn't that sweet 
of him? 

“Well, when Mama saw the movie, ‘spe- 
cially the part where I die, she started to cry, 
bless her ltl ole heart, an’ she put her hand 
in mine, an’ I tell you, I felt a little proud to 
be an actor, to have the power to make people 
laugh an’ cry an’ smile. 

“I'm first to admit I don’t know nothin’ 
‘bout movie actin’ — but if hard work an 


plain ole ambition’ll do the trick, then I'll be 
Okay.” 

There are a few dissenters, of course, but 
generally Hollywood feels that Elvis is here 
to stay. While he is intensely disliked by many 
young men, his offstage behavior gradually is 
winning a considerable male following. A 
few months ago, for example, when a filling- 
Station attendant swung at him for no ap- 
parent reason, Elvis stood his ground and 
fought back. Servicemen from all over wrote 
congratulating him for “acting like a man.” 
His fan mail at Fox also revealed a smatter- 
ing of masculine praise. 

“] think,” says Bob Webb, who directed 
Elvis in Love Me Tender, “the picture did a 
lot for the boy. It showed him as a two-fisted, 
red-blooded he-man. He wasn’t just a guitar- 
strumming crooner who made girls squeal. 
His acting was smoothly integrated into the 
story. I'm going out on a limb and say this 
kid’s going to be the biggest. 

“Elvis has the right attitude. He listens. He 
isn’t a know-it-all. After he saw the film he 
called me from Memphis and said, ‘Mr. 
Webb, I sure made a lot of mistakes. Wish I 
had a chance to do the picture over.’ That’s 
a wholesome, constructive attitude. 

“I was looking for quite the opposite when 
he first came out to the studio. Well, he sure 
fooled me. First afternoon he came out, | 
was in wardrobe picking out some costumes. 


/ 


He sat down, and I could see something was 
bothering him. I asked him what it was. He 
showed me a magazine with a picture of a 
minister holding a Bible in one hand and a 
picture of Presley in the other. The caption 
read, ‘Minister claims Presley has turned back 
religion 50 years.’ 

‘*Mr. Webb,’ Elvis said to me, ‘I feel like 
cryin’. They got no right to run pictures like 
that. | love God. I’ve always loved God. I’ve 
always gone to church ever since I was knee- 
high to a tadpole.’ And Elvis wasn't putting 
on, either. It was no affectation. He was 
truly hurt. 


“A Perfect Gentleman” 


“We started talking about the picture, and 
much to my amazement I found out that he'd 
already memorized the whole script. Not only 
his part but every other part, too. All during 
the production he was a joy to work with. If 
he’d put on any airs, if he'd displayed the 
slightest bit of temperament, they would've 
cut him dead. He was a perfect gentleman, 
and he turned in a darned good performance. 

“Elvis Presley is no _ flash-in-the-pan,” 
Webb concludes. “He'll be around a long, 
long time.” 

In Hollywood, an actor ts “around” only 
so long as he makes money. In the final analy- 
sis, Elvis Presley's success as an actor will de- 
pend on the box office. So far, so good. @

A few days after James Campbell Hagerty 
took on the job of Press Secretary to President 
Eisenhower, the latter had occasion to give 
him a military-style bawling out for some 
minor error. Hagerty stood his ground. “You 
don’t scare easy, do'you?” exclaimed the for- 
mer General, pleased. 

Three years later, when Ike was stricken 
with his heart attack. he turned almost in- 
Stinctively to his courageous aide. “You tell 
Jim for me.” he whispered to his personal 
physiciin, “to take over.” 

Those eight words are a measure of how 
Hagerty has grown in his job. They made him 


the sole link between the President, Vice-_ 


President Nixon and the Cabinet. He was the 
only news source, too, between the Presi- 
dents hospital room, the nation and the 
whole worried world. Today, Hagerty still is 
taking over as Presidential spokesman, infor- 
mation source and shrewd political inter- 
preter.

The White House’s 


As ike starts a second term, here is a new 


Ike’s fantastic popularity by keeping him 
favorably spotlighted. Hagerty must present 
White House news quickly, accurately, yet so 
timed that it can be delayed or withheld with- 
out exasperating the press. This he does twice 
daily, at conferences attended by from 50 
to 500 reporters. Should he utter one thought- 
less phrase, it could echo dangerously 
through the world’s capitals. 

In occasional dull spells he must invent 
ways of keeping the President headlined. 
Probably his top feat in this area occurred 
one rainy morning of an Eisenhower visit to 
the Georgia plantation of Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey. There was no golf game 
to report, so Hagerty regaled newsmen with 
a rapturous account of Ike brewing a batch 
of vegetable soup. The papers printed it, too. 

But Hagerty’s Most telling stroke was put- 
ting tke over on TV. Stiff, self-conscious, 
the President at first was an airwave dud. 
Hagerty called in Hollywood’s Bob Mont- 
gomery as coach.

look at his busy Press Secretary, Jim Hagerty 


proved, Hagerty broke with precedent and 
insisted Eisenhower's weekly press confer- 
ences be televised — and retained the right 
to edit and control the resulting film. 

Trickiest part, perhaps, of the Hagerty job 
is handling scores of correspondents who 
cover Ike wherever he goes. An ex-reporter 
himself, Hagerty is a natural at setting up 
transportation, Communications, living ac- 
commodations on Presidential trek stops 
from Gettysburg to Augusta to Panama. 

In Washington, Hagerty occupies an office 
in the White House. There, aided by two 
assistants and eight secretaries, he usually 
puts in an 11-hour day, starting at 8 a.m. He 
sees the President about 8:30 if there is any 
specific business, Thereafter his day contin- 
ues in an atmosphere of jangling telephones, 
inquiring reporters and endless querulous 
people trying to see the President. Once a 
week, unless Eisenhower is out of Washing- 
ton, Hagerty sets the stage and briefs Ike for 
his’ all-important press conference. 

Bolstered by vitamin shots (regularly ad- 
ministered by the White House physician) 
and switching from plain to dark glasses to 
rest his nearsighted cyes, Hagerty gets 
through a gargantuan amount of work. He 
makes notes in private shorthand, skims 
newspapers by a special system of reading 
them sideways and each night, before leaving, 
enters the day's highlights in his diary. 


Life with Marge 


All this earns Hagerty $18,000 a year — 
and an incipient ulcer. He shares both with 
his wife Marjorie, a tall, handsome, unpre- 
tentious woman who avoids both the social 
and political limelight. Popular with the 
White House correspondents, she currently 
devotes considerable time to golf — a game 
she took up four years ago after trudging 
endless miles behind her husband ‘and his 
former boss, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, “over 
every course in New York state.” Recently 
she broke 100, thereby winning a $25 bet 
from Hagerty (who shoots in the low 80s). 

By the nature of Jim’s job, the Hagertys 
have a very special design for living. Down- 
Stairs, in their comfortable eight-room brick 
house, 35 jumbo photographs of President 
Eisenhower are tacked on the recreation- 
room walls; to Marge’s housewifely distress, 
Jim gradually is covering the remainder of her 
pine paneling with cartoons (golf and politi- 
cally inspired) and a few of many citations 
awarded him by admiring TV and radio or- 
ganizations. In the living room a putting cup, 
complete with golf ball, sits on the carpet. In 
the kitchen is a refrigerator jammed with 
milk bottles — a token of, and a pacifier for, 
Hagerty’s uneasy stomach. 


Marge’s mother, Mrs. Louise Lucas, lives 
with them. Though she is a dedicated cook, 
Hagerty has shed 20 pounds since tackling 
the White House, “I don’t believe,” his wife 
sighs, “Jim has ever finished a meal without 
being called to the phone.” Telephones shrill 
incessantly in every room. Two are on the 
bedside table. One is a direct White House 
line. The other, on which he alternates nightly 
with his assistant, Murray Snyder, is available 
to accredited press. Almost any evening four 
or five reporters buzz Jim after he’s in bed. 

Obviously the Hagertys have little social 
life. If Jim does not have to accompany 
President Eisenhower to some public func- 
tion, he heads home, and, between phone 
calls, reads the late newspapers. He also 
watches every newsworthy TV program, 
often sharing the screen with Bruce, Marge’s 
6'2”, 18-year-old son by a former marriage. 
Finally he may play records from his classical 
collection — “much too loud” to suit Marge. 
Normally, bedtime is 10:30. 

Jim and Marge met in the Bronx when they 


were school kids. His father, who retired a 
few years ago, was a leading political writer 
on the New York Times. The Times took 
Jim on, later assigned him as legislative cor- 
respondent in Albany. In 1943 Governor 
Dewey, whose public-relations appeal was 
fluttering around zero, hired him as press 
officer. Hagerty was largely responsible for 
humanizing Dewey. 

When General Eisenhower arrived from 
Paris in 1952, his press was poor. Dewey, who 
appreciated Hagerty’s efforts to build up a 
political loser, loaned him to Ike. Gradually 
Hagerty eased Eisenhower from unfavorable 
to favorable notice. 

Today, on the President's televised press 
conferences, he sits in the background. Ike 
turns to him often. “How many miles did | 
travel in 1952? How many speeches did I 
make?” The Press Secretary always has the 
answers. And Hagerty is still on loan. s 
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WALKING to a press conference with 
his boss, Hagerty listens as tke dis- 
cusses questions reporters may ask. 
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on couch, he watches TV.
